The name of Picard is of great antiquity, being found on the Roll of Battle 
Abbey ; but a connected history of the family is not known. Hugh 
Thomas* bequeathed to Lord Oxford pedigrees of Brecknockshire families, 
now in the Harleian Collection, Brit. Museum. In MS. 2289 he states, 
Sir Miles Pitcher, Knt., came to the conquest of Brecknockshire with 
Bernard Newmarch, a.d. 1095, in reward of which service he gave him the 
lordship of Yskethrock (Scethrog) ; his issue male enjoyed it till the 
time of King Edward 1 or 2, though then much diminished by several 
heiresses. All their true descents, by what I can learn, are utterly lost, 
so that I can find nothing of them but what we learn from the pedigrees of 
other families who married with their daughters. Jones, in his history 
of Brecknockshire, says, " The Welsh heralds are very deficient in this 
genealogy, giving Bernard Newmarch's Sir Miles Pitcher a daughter and 
heiress ; Sir Miles Pitcher of no date, and whose father is unknown, four 
daughters ; and another fatherless Sir Miles, in the time of Edward 2, 
having three daughters. But notwithstanding this, it is certain the first 
Sir Miles must have had either a son or brother, from whom descended 
several of the name, who possessed the manor of Scethrog, as well as lands 
in Cwmdu, as appears by grants to the priory of Brecon; and that another 
branch of them settled in Herefordshire, several of them representing the 
county in Parliament, and being Sheriffs at different periods. "t 

To give some of these missing links, the following collection of 
Cartularies, Wills, and of documents from the Kecord Office, Fetter 
Lane, has been made; the offices held, the parts taken in the Barons' 
wars, and other transactions of their lives, are also shewn.

Jones gives this account in his History, of the conqueror of Brecknock- 
shire and his knights :* — 

" In 1092, or earlier, Bernard Newmarch, stated in the Welsh 
pedigrees to be brother to William the Conqueror, entered into Breck- 
nockshire with his followers, and Bleddin ap Maenarch, the last British 
Prince of Brecheiniog (Brecknock), gave him battle, and fell fighting. 
On the death of Bleddin, Bernard built a strong castlef on a<n eminence 
north of the Usk, and fixed his residence there. To the knights and 
principal gentlemen who accompanied him in his expedition, he proceeded 
to distribute the domain he had acquired, agreeably to the feudal system 
then prevailing, reserving to himself the principal parts, with the seigniory 
of the whole. To Sir Reginald Aubrey he gave the manors of Slwch 
and Abercynrig ; to Sir Humphrey Bourghill, or Burghill, the manor of 
Crickhowel ; to Sir Peter Gunter, the manor from him called Tregunter, 
or Gunterstone ; to Sir Miles Picard, de Picarde, or Pitcher, the manor of 
Scethrog ; to Sir John Walbieffe, or Walbeoff, the manor of Llanhamlach and 
Llanvihangel tal y llyn ; to Sir Humphrey Sollers, the manor of Tredustan; 
to Sir Walter Havard, the manor of Pontwylym ; to Sir Richard de Bois, 
the manor called from him Trebois ; to Sir Richard Peyton, the manor 
from him also called Peytin ; to Sir John Skull, the manors of Bolgoed 
and Crai ; to Sir Thomas, or as others, Sir Richard Bullen or de Boulogne, 
the manor of Wern f awr ; to Sir Philip Walwyn, the manor of Hay ; to 
Sir Hugh Surdwal, the manor of Aberescir ; to Sir Giles Pierrepoint, 
otherwise Parkville, the manor of Gilestone ; and to Walter de Cropus, 
lands in Llansaintfread." 

"By the advice of Roger his confessor, a monk of Battle, Bernard 
Newmarch founded the Benedictine priory of St. Jolm the Evangelist, 
without the walls of Brecknock Castle, which he liberally endowed, and 
constituted a cell to Battle Abbey.''J The original charter of Bernard 
(who died before 1135 in the reign of Hen. 1§) to the priory is not in 
existence, but is given at length in the following Patent Roll of Hen. 4, 
which is a confirmation of charter to Battle by Hen. 4 ; he refers to a 
charter he had inspected of Ed. 2 (Cart. 15, Ed. 2, n. 8) in which Ed. 2 
also mentions his inspection of a charter by Hen. 3, his grandfather. 
Picard is named in it as a donor, and is the first mentioned ; his fee was 
one of the most considerable in the lordship.

Confirmation. — The King to all to whom, etc., greeting — We have 
inspected the charter of the Lord Edward formerly King of England our 
progenitor made in these words — Edward by the grace of God King of 
England Lord of Ireland and Duke of Aquitain to the Archbishops

Bishops Abbots Priors Earls Barons Justices Sheriffs Stewards Ministers 
and all his Bailiffs and faithful people greeting — We have inspected the 
Charter of the Lord Henry of famous memory, formerly King of Eng- 
land our Grandsire, in these words, Henry by the grace of God King 
of England Lord of Ireland and Duke of Aquitain to the Archbishops 
Bishops Abbots Priors Earls Barons Justices Sheriffs Stewards Ministers 
and to all his Bailiffs and faithful people greeting. 

We have inspected our Charter which lately we caused to be made 
to our beloved in Christ the Abbot and Convent of Battle in these 
words, etc. 

Confirmation for Battle. — We have inspected also the Charter of Bernard 
de Newmarch* in these words — Let all present and future know that I 
Bernard de Newmarch by the consent of my Lord King Henry and by the 
testimony of his Barons have given to the Church of St. Martin de Bello 
my church at my Castle which is situated in Wales in Brechen, which I 
caused to be dedicated to the honour of St. John the Evangelist for the 
health and soul of the same my Lord Henry, f and for the soul of King 
William J his father, and of his mother, and for the health of my soul and 
of my wife and sons and daughters and of all our ancestors living and 
deceased. But these are what I to the same church gave, my wife and 
children consenting, I gave to the same church above the river which is 
called Vscha,§ one mill and two parts of another mill upon the river 
Hodern and five Burgesses in my Castle, and land for one plough near my 
Castle, and two other lands, one of which is called Landwern the other 
Costimo, with other lands Vying near, part of which I gave to the church 
in exchange for Lammhangel, the other part for the soul of Philip my son. 
Besides this I gave a certain city which is called Carneys and about it one 
carucate of land and the tenth of the money of my toll and mills and the 
tenth of my bread — all these which I have named are in Wales, but in 
England I gave four churches with all lands and tithes to the same 
belonging, to wit the church of Patingeham, the church of Bodeham,|| 
the church of Burchella, the church of Hardintona,! and the tithe of 
Brimeshope. Agnes my wife with my consent gave one manor which is 
called Berintona. Also in Wales I gave to the church of St. John my 
church of Talgarth and the church of Langois and my chapel. But these 
are what my men gave — Picard gave three carucates** of land and his 
tenth of provisions and of all animals in Wales — Richard Cenomanricus

his tithe of Lansefred, and in England the church of Cliberis and what- 
ever belonged to the same — Ulgerius his right tithe in Wales — Walter 
de Linehalla one Burgess — Roger de Baschevill one Burgess — William son 
of Gerold one Burgess — Robert de Eurois* one Burgess — Richard son of 
Ralph gave to the same monks the land of Firmini and the land of Ralph 
Cornut. All these which are here written I B[ernard] confirm, and I 
grant that the church and monks shall hold as well quietly and honourably 
with all customs as I of my Lord Henry the King hold the same.

Roger Earl of Herefordf confirmed the grants of the same Bernard 
his grandfather.

Maihelus de Herefordf confirmed what Bernard de Newmarch his 
grandfather granted — and one of the witnesses to his charter was William 
Picart. 

William de Breosf — Reginald de Breosf 2 charters — Humphrey de 
Bohun f son of Humphrey de Bohun and Eleanor de Breos etc. gave cjiarters. 

Charter of Herbert son of Peterf — Sir Roger Pichard a witness. 

Charter of John son of Reginaldf Lord of Blanllyfui and Dinas — Sir 
Roger Pichard a witness. 

Carta Radulfi de Baschavilla. 

Memb. 4 — line 8 from end. — We have inspected also the charter 
of John Picard (living 1175) in these words — Let the present and 
future know that I John Picard have granted to God and the church 
of St. John the Evangelist in Brecchon and to the monks there serv- 
ing God all donations which Picard my grandsire and Roger my father 
gave to the same church in lands and tithes, to wit, one land in the 
valley Stradewy according to the terms by my grandfather to them 
assigned, and two parts of the tithes of all my lordship in StradewyJ and 
in Lancefreit,§ to wit, of the produce of beans and peas of young horses 
of calves of lambs of pigs of cheese of wool and flax and of apples — 
Likewise I have granted and confirmed to the same church of St. John in

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Brecchon eight acres at St. Elineham which my men gave to the same 
church, to wit, four acres, which Hugh son of Edward gave in consecration 
of the cemetery of St. Elmehe, and four acres with a small meadow to the 
same adjoining, which Gilbert and Walter sons of the aforesaid Hugh gave 
to the said church for the souls of their father and mother — And as I 
wish this to remain firm and unshaken I have confirmed the same with 
the setting of my seal — These being witnesses, Ralph de Baschavill, 
William de Eoil de Bonef, William Francigena, Ma'st'o Walter Cane, 
Walter son of Llewellin, Gregory the Clerk, and many others — We the 
donations grants and confirmations aforesaid having ratified and confirmed 
the same for us and our 'heirs as much as in us is to our beloved in Christ 
the Prior and convent of the said place of Brechon, which is a Cell of the 
said Abbey of Battle, and their successors, Do grant and confirm as the 
Charters aforesaid reasonably witness and as the same prior and convent 
and their predecessors the lands and tenements aforesaid hitherto have 
held, and the said churches have had, and the said tithes in the places 
aforesaid have received, and the said liberties have used and enjoyed. 
These being witnesses, the venerable Fathers W. Archbishop Canterbury, 
W. Archbishop York, I. Bishop of Norwich, W. Bishop of Exeter, John de 
Britannia Earl of Richmond, Edmund Earl of Arundel, John de Warren 
Earl of Surry, Hugh le Despenser, John de Hastyng, Simon de Dribi, and 
others. Given by our hand at York the 16th day of May in the 15th year 
of our reign — We the donations grants and confirmations aforesaid having 
ratified the same do approve and to our beloved in Christ the Prior and 
convent of Brechon do grant and confirm, etc. In witness, etc. Witness 
the King at Westminster the 20th day of February (1411-12). 

In Bernard's Charter, and John Picard's, the first of the name is called 
Picard ; the Charter of John Picard gives three descents, Picard, Roger, 
and John, and shews they had land in Stradewy from the Conquest, as 
John mentions the land in Stradewy given by his grandfather. 

The following, taken from Jones's ( Hist, of Brecknock,' are records of 
gifts to Brecon Priory by the Picards, and by others where the Picards 
were witnesses. 

Vol. ii. p. 73. " In the time of Bishop Tanner, author or collector of 
the 'Notitia Monastica,' pub. 1744, among the papers of Dr. Brewster of 
Hereford, was an ancient register of the priory of Brecon. I lament 
extremely that so valuable a document should have been preserved till the 
middle of the eighteenth century and then lost. Dr. Brewster bequeathed 
his MSS. to the Bodleian Library, but the register of the priory of Brecon is 
not among them ; Sir Watkin Williams Wynn has also lately bought the 
remainder of the Seabright papers, still however the register of St. John's 
is missing ; the industry of the indefatigable Carte has, I hope, in some 
degree, supplied the loss. In his collections, in the above repository, are 
a number of benefactions to this house, thrown together, it is true, 
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without any regular arraugement, and most of wliich have unfortunately 
no dates. I have, however, endeavoured to introduce them in chronological 
order, though, from the circumstance just mentioned, it has occasioned 
me a good deal of trouble to ascertain the respective periods when they 
were made, being obliged to refer to the different years in which the 
attesting witnesses lived." 

P. 82. — " William de Waldebeof, by a charter which from the 
witnesses appears to have been conceded about the middle of the twelfth 
century, gave them his boscage or underwood appurtenant to the land 
formerly of Bernard Unspac, above the highway leading from Brecon to 
Aberyscir, attested by William de Breus* and Maud his wife, Willliam* 
his son and heir, Philip and Walter de Braus, John Pichard, Robert 
Waf re, Robert de Evereus, William de Burchull, Gilbert de Mans, Richard 
Hagarnel, William de Weldebeof the younger, Ralph Torel, Simon de 
Brokle, David son of Robert de Burchull, Richard the Dean, Bernard, 
Sampson, Nichol, Secretaries and Keepers of the records (Capellani), 
Stephen the door keeper and Ralph his son, William Havard, Stephen de 
Saneci (Santscili), Nicholas de Skenfrei (Scenffrith), Bernard Bulfinche, 
Richard Elwi, Walter son of Herlewin Payne, William Petinpain, Thomas 
the provost or mayor, Geoffrey the cook, Thomas of Battle, Richard the 
deacon, and others." 

P. 76. — " About the middle of the twelfth century are two grants to 
the religious of this house by Walter de Traveleya, or Walter de Travle ; by 
the first he gives them, in pure alms, his mill in the village of St. Michael, 
and twelve acres of his land, called Travelia, nearer to the possessions of 
the monks of Brecon, in that part of the country, his witnesses Will'o de 
Breus* and d'na Matill,* uxore ejus,* WilPo, Philippo, Waltero et Egidio* 
filiis eorum, Joh'e Pichard, Will'o de Burchull, Will'o de Waldebeof tunc 
ConstabuP, Ric. Decano, Bernardo Capell'., Rad. Torel, Will'o de Brunshope 
Galfrido Coco, Thomas preposito, Ric. Diacono, David fil. Linardi cum 
multis aliis." 

P. 76. — " This was again confirmed by his son, Walter de Traveley, 
attested by d'no meo R.* de Breos, Pagano de Burchull, Ric. de Bret, 
David de Burchull, Kenegano Capell' de Pipton,f Hugh Capell' de Brech. 
Will'o de Traveley fratre meo, Rad. janitore, Nicholl de Pipton, etc. 
The attestation of Reginald de Breos fixes the date of this instrument to 
be between the years 1215 and 1228, when that baron lived. And nearly 
coeval with these was one of John le Pichard, who instead of pecuniary 
or territorial possessions (to comfort the monks in the intervals and 
cessation from study and religious exercises) gave them twenty gallons of 
wine at the feast of St. John the Evangelist, annually, * Test. Waltero le 
Pich. et Sartisone fratre ejus, Ric'o Walensi, Job persona de Scwelch (I 
believe Scethrog), John de Curieule, Tho. Capellano, cum multis aliis.' "

P. 77. — " These benefactions were again followed and confirmed, and 
additional possessions annexed to the priory, by the descendants of these 
last-named donors, for Roger Picard, who was the eldest son of John le 
Pichard, with the consent of his wife Martha (Matthie uxoris mee), ratified 
the gift of his father, of a tenement at Stratdewi, near the west gate, 
which is called Boket gate, containing five perches and a half in length, 
and in breadth three perches and four feet, 'hiis testibus Mag'o Will'o de 
lanhamelak, Hothel filio Kegven, Hathelen persona filio ejus, Mattho le 
Brett, WilPo CPico, WilFo Monm de Stradewy, Milone Pitchart de 
Skathrok, Vincentio cl'ico, Adam Riffe, Burgensibus deBrech;' he also 
confirmed his father's grant of two parts of the tithes of Stradewy, in the 

presence of Mahel, the secular priest, Walter de Travle, Thurstan S 

Ralph de Mans and Hugh de Turbeville." " John Picart, another son of 
the former John, with the consent of his wife, Hawys, gave them twelve 
pence per annum, charged upon land in the possession of Vincent le Deyne, 
'ad sustentationem luminariorum, , and he also confirmed his father's 
benefaction of a tenement in Stradewy, and added two parts of all his 
tythes there and at Llansafreit (Llansaintfread).' These last two deeds 
are attested by Matthew le Bret. Hugh de Cluna, and Robert the Clerk, 
which nearly ascertains their dates, for Hugh de China was Archdeacon of 
Saint David's from 1200 to 1232, consequently they must have been 
executed during that period, probably about 1215 or 1220." 

Jones evidently thinks this last-named John Pichard is a younger brother 
of the Roger Pichard he has named just before ; John did live in the 
latter part of the twelfth century, and to 1225, being a son of John Picard, 
who gave the charter to Brecon priory, named in the Pat. Roll 13 Hen. 4. 
Roger is eldest son of the second John ; the confirmation by both of a 
tenement or land in Stradewy, and two parts of the tythes, the identical 
things confirmed by their ancestor in the Pat. Roll, proves each possessed 
it for himself. These benefactions give the names Hawys, as the wife of 
John Pichard, and Martha, the name of Roger's wife. It is to be 
remarked, Milo Pitchard of Skathrok was a witness to the gift of Roger, 
shewing there were now two branches, the other one being of Stradewy — 
(the branch of Skathrok will be noticed after the Stradewy Pichards) ; also 
that from Milo's name being spelt Pitchard, while another is spelt without 
the t, in the same document, it may be inferred the name was pronounced 
as if written with t. 

P. 86. — " Richard Brett, or as he is called in the document Bruto, 
with the consent of his son and heir Robert, gave lands to the monks at 
Brecon. His witnesses Walto de Clifford (he was three times Sheriff of 
Herefordshire and died in 1223 — Edm. Bar. Geo.), Johe Pichard, Ric. 
Decano de Brech, Robto. de Basch. (Baskerville), Willo Brutone, Willo 
Havard." 

Richard the dean, and John Pichard, who witness this deed, are also 
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witnesses in those of Willm. de Waldebeof and Walter de Travle (the 
father), the two deeds first given, and this date Jones mentions of the 
death of Clifford, is a confirmation that the former two deeds ought to be 
put later than the middle of the twelfth century. 

P. 86. — " Walter de Ebor' (or of York) the younger, for the love he 
bore to his lord, William de Breus the younger, and at his request, gave 
twelve acres of land — witnesses, WilPo de Breus juvene, Rogero de 
Baskeville, Phillipo de Breus,* Milone de Muchgros, Joh'e Pichard,* 
WilTo de Waldebeof,* Ric. de Hagner, Milone Pichard, WilTo de Bur- 
chull,* Genn'o Burnel, Rob'to. de Furchis, Rogero de Lagatera. Note — 
From the witnesses to this grant, it must have been executed circa 1190." 

Those marked * are witnesses in Duch. Lane. Charter 1199-1210 (see 
hereafter), and these two Pichards here named would be the brothers 
Milo and John Pichard, the heads of two branches of the family, to be 
noticed presently. 

P. 83. — "By a charter of Willm. de Burchull, which, from the 
witnesses, appears to be about the middle of the thirteenth century, he, with 
the consent of his wife Edith, gives to the Church of St. John at Brecon 
five acres of his land at Bonny, etc. His witnesses, Rob'to le Waf re, Johe 
Weldebeof et WilTo fratre ejus, Pagano de Burchull et WilTo filio suo, 
MagTr Will, de Lanhamelagh, Tho. Brutun, Rog'o de Burchull, Milo'e de 
Lanfrenes (Milone de Llansaintfread), Vincentio et Rob'to de Breken 
c'licis, Philippo tunc p'posito de Brekon, Adam Riffe burgensibus, etc." 

This last witness, Adam Riffe, is also a witness with Milo Pitchart de 

« 

Skathrok in Roger Pichard's benefaction to the priory, therefore Jones 
has placed the date too late, as both Milo and Roger were then dead. 
Skathrok is in the parish of Llansaintfread, hence Milo is called in this 
last deed by the name of the parish. 

In these early times communication was frequent with distant parts, 
and facilities would be found in the old Roman roads passing through 
Brecknockshire. " The walls which the Romans built as lines of demarca- 
tion and defence have been thrown down ; but their roads remain, or have 
disappeared before improvements of a kindred nature."* " The Strata 
Juliaf passed from Brecknock above Scethrog, and under the Allt Hill, 
keeping in a higher line than the present turnpike road from Brecon to 
Abergavenny, thence into Cwmdu, by a house called the Gaer, where there 
was, I am firmly persuaded, a Roman station of vast extent ; from there 
it passed to Tretower, thence to Crickhowel, and on to Abergavenny, TJsk, 
and Caerleon ; the Strata Julia went also in a south-westerly direction 
from Brecon, taking in Caermarthen, and passing by Neath and Cardiff to 
Caerleon, where the link united ; from thence to Caerwent, and from the 
Severn to Bath. Near Brecon the Strata Julia was crossed by the Saru

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Lleon, or, Via Helena, from Neath to Chester ; in many parts these roads 
are now discernible." Other roads, by reference to the map Jones gives, 
passed from Caerleon to Uriconium, and from Caermarthen to the most 
westerly part of Pembrokeshire. Thus the Picards were most advantage- 
ously situated, with these great roads passing Scethrog and Ystradewy 
Castle. " Scethrog* is in the western part of the parish of Llansaintf read, 
which is four miles south-east from Brecknock ; the castellated mansion, 
owned by the Picards, now converted into a farmhouse called the Tower, 
lies on the banks of the Usk." The land is considered some of the best in 
Brecknockshire. " Llanvihangel -Cwm-Du (where Stradewy was situated), 
also called St.-MichaePs Cwm-Du, from the dedication of its church to St. 
Michael, is a parish four and a half miles north by west from Crickhowel ; 
the adjunct Cwm-Du is derived from its situation in a vale, bounded on one 
side by the Black Mountains, and, from that circumstance, called Cwm-Du, 
or the Black Vale ; it contains the four hamlets (or parcels as they are 
here called) of Blaenau, Tretower, Cenol, and Kilwych. The vale is 
beautiful, and nearly enclosed by lofty mountains ; the parish extends five 
miles in length and is of nearly equal breadth."f " In the middle of what 
may be properly called the valley of C winduj runs the little river Khiangoll, 
and falls into the Usk about one and a half miles westward of Criekhowel."§ 
Ystradewy 1 1 Castle is situated in the valley on the Khiangoll. Jones, in his 
history, gives a drawing from a survey taken in the beginning of the six- 
teenth century,the castle having three towers besides the principal one, con- 
nected together by castellated walls. This principal tower is the one now 
standing, which he considers the remains of the keep or dungeon, in the 
centre of the bail-yard .IT The chapel of Tretower was probably, in ancient 
times, attached to the Castle, and called by the name of St. John's in 
Ystradwy,** is situated close to the Castle, and was rebuilt in 1776. ft 
It was erected by 1234, as appears from Carte's MSS. in the Bodleian. 
" The rector of Cwm-du disputed the right of the monks of Brecon to 
the tithes of part of this parish, whereupon he was summoned, and did 
appear at the chapel of St. John's in Stradtewi upon Wednesday next 
after the exaltation of the Holy Cross, in the year 1234, before H. the 
Archdeacon and Official of the Bishop of Saint David's, L. and A. 
also Officials, and G. Dean of Brecon, when he acknowledged the right 
of the monastery of Brecon to the tithes of the lands (afterwards 
specified)." J J 

The following document, settling the lordship on the daughter of Ber- 
nard Newmarch and her husband, is a very important one in the history

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of Brecknockshire. Bernard had married Nest,* granddaughter of Griffith 
ap Llewelin, Prince of North Wales. Giraldus Cambrensis states 
(Itin. lib. 1, cap. 3) Bernard had, besides his daughter Sibil, a son Mahel, 
disinherited by the machinations of his mother : t but in this record, the 
freeholders join in the request that Sibilla and her husband have the land. 
Bernard is said to have entered the priory at Brecknock, of his own 
foundation, and by two references here to his giving up the land, it seems 
probable he was then contemplating it. The descendants and successors 
of Bernard played a conspicuous part in the history of England. One 
married a daughter of Ed. 1, another married Hen. 4; Ed. 4 was also 
a descendant.

1121 — Date assigned in Calendar. Henry, King of England to the 
Archbishops, Bishops, Abbots, Earls, Sheriffs, and to all his Barons 
(French and English), and to all his faithful people throughout England 
and Wales, greeting. Know ye that I have given and firmly granted to 
Milo de Gloucester J Sibilla, the daughter of Bernard de Newmarch,§ 
with all the land of Bernard her father, and of her mother, after their 
decease, or before, if they will, to wit, in their life-time, with this 
marriage, to wit, Talgarth, and the forest of Stradewi and the castle of 
Haia Taillata, and all the land of Breccon, unto the boundary of the 
land of Richard Pitz Pons,|| to wit, unto Canterlochan and Coura,1f 
formerly a town in England, and the fee and* service of Roger de Bascher- 
vill,** and the fee and service of William Revell, and the fee and service 
of Robert de Turbervill, and the fee and service of Picard. And I will 
and command that all the tenants of the aforesaid marriage shall do to 
him lawful homagett i n my safe fealty as his lord, and all the tenants 
throughout the land of the aforesaid Bernard also shall do to him liege

homage as their lord in my safe fealty, and of Bernard, so long as he 
wishes to hold the land. And this to him I give and grant as the purchase 
of Bernard, which he rendered to me, and by the request of the same 
Bernard and his wife and his freeholders. And I will and firmly command 
that he shall hold, as well honourably, quietly, and freely as ever Bernard 
held the same. Witnesses, Roger Bishop of Salisbury,* and Robert Bishop 
of Lincoln, and Ranulph our Chancellor, and Robertf the King's son, and 
William de Tancervill, and Nigel de Albin, and Pain son of John, and 
Geoffry son of Pain, and Geoffry de Clint, and Ralph Basset, and William 
de Albin, brit, — at Winchester — In the same year, between Easter and 
Pentecost, in which the King married the daughter of the Duke of 
Lou vain e.J 

The titles are not given here, or the Christian name of Picard, but 
there is no doubt these followers of Bernard were knights, and Picard the 
one aiding him in his conquests. Coura (Cowarne) now belongs to 
Bernard, and various branches of the Picards will be found holding land 
in it until the 10th Eliz. 1567, when, by a fine, that and other land is seen 
to be divided between the two daughters and heiresses of John Pichard. 

The next document gives the name Roger as the son of Picard (which 
agrees with the Charter of John Picard to the priory of Brecknock), and 
refers to the same Sibilla and her husband as the last. 

Duchy op Lancaster Charters, No. 3 (35th Report) — 1135-43, date

1135-43. — A notification that Walter de Gloucester has given to 
William de Mara§ his nephew Hereford Parva in fee by the service of two 
knights ; but because Walter de Gloucester and his son Milo had before

Bascervilla, Walter de Amfravilla, William son of Denebold, Picardus, 
Hugh de Turbervilla,t Ranulph the Chaplain, Pain de Haia,J Nigellus,§ 
Reinaldus, Roger son of Pic', William son of Robert, Margaret daughter 
of the same Milo. 



In a Cartulary of Lower Normandy,^ in the time of Hen. 2, the names 
of William and Roger Picard occur. William may be the one signing the 
Charter of Mahel of Hereford, as seen in the Patent Roll, 13 Hen. 4. As 
the names are also elsewhere at this early date, the extracts are given.

1151-89. — Henry, etc. To his constable and bailiffs of Cesarisburg 

greeting. — I command you that you do full right to the Prior and Canons

Let all know that I, Richard Fitz-Walter, of St. Pancras, have given 
and granted to Julia my sister, for her service, all my land of Slade, which 
I hold of the Abbot of Montisburg, of the Manor of Oxemuth, rendering 
therefor yearly three shillings, etc. These being witnesses, William de 
Wote, Stephen his son, Roger Flaming, Thomas de Douna, Gervase de 
Prestatie, Baldwin de Sepwich, Ralph de St. Pancras. Thomas Kildeby, 
Richard the Chaplain, William the Parson, Richard his son, Stephen 
Cosin, Roger de Emblemont, Reinfred son of William, Roger Picard, 
William son of Amfrey, John de Wimenton, and many others. 

The following is probably William Pichard, who signed Mabel's 
Charter. On a reference to B. Newmarch's pedigree, the sister of Mahel 
is found to be Margaret, and her husband has the lordship of Lantoni.

J Whereupon a plea 
was between them, to wit, that the aforesaid Milo released and quit- 
claimed to the aforesaid Stephen and Constance his wife and their heirs 
all right and claim which he had in the aforesaid land in Frangelee for 
him and his heirs for ever, and for this fine, agreement, and quit-claim 
the aforesaid Stephen and Constance his wife gave to the aforesaid Milo 
fifteen marks of silver. 

The next fine is in Shropshire. It will be seen onwards, the descendants 
of Milo had land at Smethcott in Salop ; but the township of More§ may 
be that referred to in the parish of Richard's Castle, which parish is in 
both Salop and Herefordshire. (In 1243, Testa de Nevill, a William 
Pichard holds in Merston, hundred of Stretford, under Milo Pichard.) 
The exact relationship of William with the family has not been 
ascertained. 

1197— Fines, Salop, 9 Ed. 1 (No. 2).— Between William Pichard, 
Demandant, and Richard de Lecton, Tenant of all the land of the More, 
which the same Richard held on the day when Agnes his wife died. . . 
. . . . The said Richard de Lecton acknowledged all the said land to 
be the right and inheritance of said William Picharde, and remised and 
quit-claimed to said William and his heirs all right and claim, etc.

So that the same may be rendered up to the Lord the King at 
his summons when the same may be required from me. Farewell. 

These letters were delivered by Richard de Marisco into the chamber 
of the Lord the King at Merleborough, on Thursday next before the feast 
of the Holy Trinity, in the tenth year of the reign of the King (1209). 

This next and the following two entries relate to the sons of Milo and 
John as hostages. The note affixed, from Eyton's Shropshire, will throw 
light upon the transaction.

1213. The King to Engel de Cigony,J greeting. We send to you a 
transcript of the Charter of Walter de Lascy, which§ he addressed to Us,

He was assassinated in Ireland, leaving four sons, Walter, Hugh, 
Gilbert, and William. Walter was a minor' at his father's death. In Midsummer, 1189, Hen. 2 
appears to have restored the lands of Walter. During 1194 the ravages committed by W alter de 
Laci, in conjunction with John de Courcy (?), Lord of Ulster, upon the territory of the Kim, r in 
Ireland, caused a seizure of his land into the King's hands; in 1197 he was in treaty with Rd. 1 
for his pardon. His Norman fief was as large as his English, and perhaps as his Irish possessions ; 
he married Margaret, one of the daughters of William de Braose. In 1208 Walter de Laci 
appears to be in favour with the King. At this period the loss of our national records prevents 
our tracing the progress of events. It is difficult to extract from the chroniclers anything more 
than a general idea of the causes inducing King John's expedition to Ireland in 1210. Suffice it 
to say, the great houses of Lacy and Braose were in open rebellion, so that Meath, Ulster, and 
Munster were arrayed against the King. John's campaign closed with outlawry and banishment 
of Walter and Hugh de Lacy, and of the elder Braose. They retired to France. Before June 1213 
Walter de Lacy sent letters to King John, asking for permission to return into England (or to 
come to the King in England) on certain conditions. The King promised that he might safely 
and at once do so. The result of the conference was, that on July 29th the King wrote to 
Engelard de Cigony, enclosing a copy of an undertaking made by Lacy, and desiring, as soon as 
Lacy should have delivered four hostages, he should give him seizin of his lands, etc. Among the 
hostages were the sons of Milo Pichard, John Pichard, etc. (Claus i. 117)." The authorities are 
all given for the above statements.

forest of Euwyas* you commit to him safely to be kept. Taking security 
to Us on his oath safely to keep the same. Witness as next above

1214. — The King to Henry de Braybroc greeting. Know ye that Milo 
Pychard and John Pichard entered into a fine with Us of three good 
palfreys that John Pychard who is in our prison and in your custody 
should be delivered out of prison. And therefore we command you that 
without delay you cause the same John to be liberated according to these 
our letters. Witness ourself at Hereford 21st December.

The Pichards now shortly separated into two branches, one of Stradewy 
in Brecknockshire, Ocle Pichard, Almaly and Thurkelleston, Herefordshire, 
the other of Scethrog and Bredwardine. First will be shewn what relates 
to the Stradewy Pichards.

"When the lands of the conquered English were divided amongst the 

vassals of the Norman invader, he imposed upon them the obligation of 

supplying the crown with a certain number of Knights, specified in the 

enfeoffment.

Their lands were called fees, and composed the barony of the King's 

vassals. As in time it often became doubtful whether lands were held by 

knight's service, or some other tenure, it became necessary to take account 

from time to time. Inquisitions were accordingly held, and the barons 

returned to the King accounts of what they held. J When a tenancy in 

chief was forfeited, or escheated to the crown, the immediate sub-tenant

In the gifts to the Priory of Brecon, Matthie (Martha) is put as wife 
of Roger, and in the following Roll the mother of Roger is Matilda. 
Matthie and Matill may easily be mistaken one for the other. In Carte's 
papers (from which the name Matthie is taken) he makes Roger a witness 
to Mahil's charter, whereas by the Patent Roll 13 Hen. 4 it is William ; this 
may be a second error. It is possible Matthie may have died early and 
Matill be Roger's second wife. It is not probable two Picards named Roger 
lived between 1226-52 ; Roger being of full age in 1252, was born as early 
as 1231.

Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of Hereford, had deserted to the barons in 
1264. Hume, p. 131. This safe conduct would be after the battle of 
Evesham in 1265, where Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, the leader 
in the Barons' war, was slain, and the King re-occupied his throne. 
Hume says, p. 134, the " clemency of this victory was remarkable, no blood 
was shed on the scaffold, no attainders, except of the Montfort family, 
were carried into execution; and though a Parliament assembled at 
Winchester attainted all those who had borne arms against the King, 
easy compositions were made with them for their lands, and the highest 
sum levied on the most obnoxious offenders exceeded not five years' rent 
of their estate."

de Lowgarston held in the parish of Almaly, 6* 8 d on the feast of the 
apostles Peter and Paul. And of half a virgate of land with appur- 
tenances which Walter de Buford held in the town of Wotton, which 
formerly belonged to Richard de la Hulle, 4* 6\ d at two terms of the 
year, namely, half on the feast of the blessed Michael and the other 
half on the annunciation of the blessed Virgin. And of half a virgate 
of land with appurtenances which William Faber held in the manor of 
Almaly, which formerly belonged to Hugh de Lantone, 2 8 5 d at the before- 
named terms. And of half a virgate of land with appurtenances, which 
Philip son of Rose held in the manor of Almaly of the same tenement, 
2 s 4| d at the periods aforesaid. 

To have and to hold all the aforesaid annual rent to the aforesaid 
Prior and Canons, and their successors, freely, wholly, truly, peaceably, 
and quit of all earthly service, as a free, pure, and perpetual alms. And 
I will and concede for me and my heirs, or my assigns, that the aforesaid 
[Prior] and Canons, and their successors, or their certain attornies, may 
distrain upon all the aforesaid tenements, whensoever it may be necessary, 
and upon all goods moveable and immoveable found therein, for the rent 
aforesaid, at the allotted periods. 

Query if a leaf or more is not wanting here. 

The next notice shews Roger to be the patron of Almaly Church.

P. 219. The festival and Sunday of the Holy Trinity, May 28, found 
them at Almely.

Sir 
Roger Pichard, of Stradewy, Knight, gave it to Sir Roger de Weobley, 
in the year 1286 (note Reg. Cantil. f. 65 b ). Its annual value was

If this was John Pichard of Stradewy, he must have had some property 
in his father's lifetime. St. Michael may be the church of Cwmdu in 
Brecknockshire, but the chapel of Brimleye has not been identified.* 
The next is from Add. MS. Brit. Mus., 16,560, (and is no doubt correct, 
as it is known that Roger was son of John Pichard, from Inq. p.m. 
34 Ed. 1, and the names of Howell and Pichard being the same as in 
the foregoing almost proves that it belongs to the Stradewy Pichards. 
Delmaly may be Almeley, the Domesday name was Elmelie. Duncumb, 
vol. i. p. 61.)

The following from the same Assize Boll confirms the relationship of 
the Stradewy and Staundon Pichards. Referring back to the Testa de 
Nevil in 1242, Milo Pichard is there stated to hold Staundon of Sir 
Roger Pichard, therefore Roger's demand, as under, is not unfounded. 
Milo was son of Roger, and grandson of Milo, both of Staundon; see 
under that head (1292).

After this he went southwards for his mother's funeral, and to 
compose some differences which had arisen among his principal nobility. Gilbert, Earl of 
Gloucester, the greatest baron of the kingdom, had espoused the King's daughter, and being 
elated by that alliance, and still more by his own power, which he thought set him above the laws, 
he permitted his bailiffs and vassals to commit violence on the lands of Humphrey Bohun, Earl of 
Hereford, who retaliated the injury by like violence. But this was not a reign in which such 
illegal proceedings could pass with impunity.

Know that I have covenanted with 
Sir Reginald the son of Peter that I cannot alienate my manors of 
Straddewy, Thurcleston, Almalie, Oklie, and Saint Aluse,* nor any lands 
to which by the decease of my ancestors I have succeeded, from John 
Pichard my first born son and heir, or from his heirs by Katherine the 
daughter of Reginald,f the son of Peter, the wife of the aforesaid John 
begotten by reason of the marriage between the aforesaid John and 
Katherine, unless it shall be to deliver me from prison or de Judaismo— or 
from poverty, which God forbid — and this by the counsel and view of the

— Pichard, Roger (Rogerus Pichard), returned from the co. of 
Hereford as holding lands, etc., and as such summoned under the general 
writ to perform military service in person with horses and arms, etc., in 
parts beyond the seas. Muster at London on Sunday next after the 
octave of St. John the Baptist 7 July 25 Ed. 1. P. 286. No. 15. 

1297. — Roger Pichard — ordered to raise 50 men from the lordship of 

* " Edward 1 assembled in 1297 on the sea coast an army, which he purposed to send over to 
Gascony, while he himself should make an impression on the side of Flanders ; and he intended 
to put these forces under the command of Humphrey Bohun, Earl of Hereford, the Constable, 
and Roger Bigod, Earl of Norfolk, the Mareschal of England. But these two powerful Earls 
refused to execute his commands, and affirmed that th»y were only obliged by their office to attend 
his person in the wars. A violent altercation ensued, and the King, in the height of his passion, 
addressing himself to the Constable, exclaimed, Sir Earl, by God, you shall either go or hang. 
By God, Sir King, replied Hereford, I will neither go nor hang. And he immediately departed, 
with the Mareschal, and above thirty other considerable barons. Upon this the King laid aside 
the project to Guienne, and assembled the forces he himself purposed to transport into Flanders. 
But the two Earls, pretending that none of their ancestors had ever served in that country, 
refused to perform the duty of their office in mustering the army. The King instead of attainting 
the Earls, who possessed their dignities by hereditary right, appointed Thos. de Berkeley and 
Geoffrey de Geyneville to act as Constable and Mareschal. The two great Earls dared not break 
out in open violence, but framed a remonstrance, which was delivered to the King at Wincbelsea, 
when he was ready to embark for Flanders. But they, with the barons of their party, resolved to 
take advantage of Edward's absence and to obtain an assent to their demands. When summoned 
to attend the parliament in London, they came with a great body of cavalry and infantry ; and 
before they would enter the city, required that the gates should be put into their custody. The 
primate advised the council to comply ; and thus they became masters of the young prince, and 
of the resolutions of parliament. Their demands, however, were moderate, they only required 
the two charters should receive a solemn confirmation, that a clause should be added to secure the 
nation for ever against all impositions and taxes without consent of parliament ; and that they 
themselves and their adherents, who had refused to attend the King into Flanders, should be 
pardoned for the offence, and should be again received into favour. The charters were sent over 
to the King in Flanders, to be there confirmed by him, and he was at last obliged, after many 
internal struggles, to affix his seal to them, as also to the clause bereaving him of the power of 
imposing arbitrary taxes. Thus, after the contests of near a whole century, the Great Charter 
was finally established, and the English nation have the honour of extorting, by their perseverance, 
this concession from the ablest, the most warlike, and the most ambitious of all their princes. It 
is computed, that above thirty confirmations of the charter were at different times required of 
several kings, and granted by them, in full parliament. We find, that though arbitrary practices 
often prevailed, the validity of the great charter was never afterwards formally disputed." — Hume, 
pp. 150-1.

The document is in a very bad state, scarcely legible, the 
words in italics are doubtful, others entirely gone, it names the Castle 
of Straddewy, and this name for the castle, lost for centuries, is now 
brought to light. The modern name is Tretower Castle.*

1805. — The Jurors say that said John Pychard held in his demesne as 
of fee at the day of his death the manor of Straddewy .... of Lord 

John* son of Reginald by knights* service, to wit of finding 

three men with horses eqmpped during the time of war in Wales for 
forty days at his own charges at the castle of Blaynleveny, and they say 
that the Castle of Straddewy is worth nothing per annum beyond 
reprisals. And they say that there is there one .... which is worth per 

annum in all issues And there is there .... 300 acres of land, 

worth yearly 50s. at per acre 2d And there is a certain pasture 

worth yearly .... And there are 200 acres of wood the profit of which 
is worth yearly 4 .... A mill and another fulling mill worth yearly 
40d. And there are fifty-three freeholders .... rent 16s. payable at the 
feasts of St. Michael and the Annunciation of the blessed Mary. And there 
are 20 ... . Welsh who render yearly 37s. 2£d., namely at the feast of 
St. Andrew 26s. 8$d. and at the feast of the Nativity of our Lord .... 
there are 26 customary tenants who render yearly 43s. 2Jd. at two terms. 
They say also that the said perquisites of the said tenants are worth 
yearly 40s. And they say that Eoger, son of John Pichard, is his next 
heir, and was of the age of fifteen years on Palm Sunday last past. In 
witness, etc. Total £17. 9s. 

Another writ afterwards issued to the Escheator, stating that John 
Pychard held of the King, at his death, in the manor of Lugwardyn five 
solidates of rent by the service of making two appearances yearly at the 
Court of Lugwardyn. Yet as We (the King) understand that the said 
manor is in our hands by reason of the fatuity of Eobert Walrand We 
command that you enquire whether the said manor is in our hands by 
reason of such fatuity, etc. 

The Jurors (on the Inquest) say, that the Lord Henry, King of England, 
father of the now King, enfeoffed Lord Edmund his son of the manor of 
Lugwardyn. To hold of the said King to the said Edmund for ever. 
And they say that said Edmund enfeoffed Robert Walrand .... of the 
aforesaid manor, etc. 

Johanna widow of Roger Pichard had Almaly for her dower, as will 
appear by the fine of 1308. The succeeding Close Roll relates to her. 

Close Roll, 34 Ed. 1, memb. 5. 
1306. — The King to the Sheriff of Hereford greeting. Whereas we are 

English, more intelligible and more descriptive ; the name of the castle is lost, and it has for 
centuries been described by the town or village surrounding it, Tretwr or Tre'r twr, the town of 
the tower. It seems to me since the conquest to have been the castellated mansion of the Picards 
or Pichards, while they continued to be lords of part of Vstradyw."

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informed by inquisition that two messuages in Almalie which David le 
Smythesone of Almalie, who was outlawed for felony, held, remain in our 
hands, and that the said David held the said messuages of Johanna, 
formerly the wife of Roger Pycard, We command you to deliver full seisin 
of the aforesaid messuages to the said Johanna. Witness, etc., 24 Oct. 

Roger, the son of John Pichard, aged 15 in 1305, must have soon died, 
as we hear no more of him ; the next fine relates to Peter, a son of Roger 
of Stradewy ; Joan, widow of Roger, is alive, and Amicia Bluet must have 
been a Pichard, and sister of Roger aged 15 at the death of his father ; in 
1294, Roger, her grandfather, confirmed a settlement of all his lands 
inherited from his ancestors upon the heirs of his son John, through his 
marriage with the daughter of Lord Reginald Fitz Peter ; Almaly was 
evidently hers, and she gives this up to Peter, her uncle, unless he die 
childless, when it comes again to Amicia. Peter and his descendants will 
be found long after at Almaly, and he is now the representative of the 
Straddewy Pichards, although the property of Stradewy, etc., remains 
with the Bloets.

the day on which this agreement was made, and which after the decease

And this agreement was 
made in the presence of the said Joan, and she did fealty to the said 
Peter in the said Court. Hereford.

— The assize considered if Thomas Brayn, Alicia formerly wife 
of Robt. le Chamberleyn, and John son of Robert le Chamberleyn, dis- 
seised Isabella daughter of Katherine Pychard of her freehold in Great 
Martleye,* and she complains that they disseised her of three acres of 
meadow, with appurtenances, etc. And Thomas and the others do not 
come, etc. The Recognizors say that said Thomas, and Alice, and John 
disseised said Isabella of the tenements in question. It is considered that 
same Isabella recover seisin of said tenements and her damages 40s. And 
said Thomas and others in mercy, etc. And upon this said Isabella 
gratuitously remitted to them the damages, etc. 

By this it is seen Catherine Pichard had a daughter Isabella, as well 
as Amicia Bluett. Amicia Bluet is found with land in Thurcleston, 1346, 
as Ralph her husband was in 1302.

At this date if a party who had held land failed to appear to a summons 
respecting the ownership, it was proof they had given up possession 
of it.

1362. — John Poyntz and Margery his wife sue Philippa,* late wife of 
Roger Mortimer, lord of Blaynlevny, for one third of manor of Stradewy 
and Egleshelghf as dower of Margery formerly wife of Ralph Bluet. The 
Bishop of Winchester had been given the oversight of Blaynlevny for eight 
years, during the minority of the heir of Roger Mortimer. Philippa says 
the cause ought not to be taken into this court as the lordship of Blayn- 
levny belongs to her. 

This proves a second Ralph Bluet owned Stradewy, with a wife Mar- 
gery, who has for her second husband John Poyntz. Prom the Scotch 
Rolls, p. 332, Ralph Bluet is living 1355, when he was commissioned to 
raise troops in Stradewy, etc., Ewyas and Bulk y denas. In 1346 (see 
Book of Aids, 20 Ed. 3), Amicia Bluet paid in Thurcleston for what Ralph 
Bluet formerly held, therefore the Ralph of 1355 would be their son or 
successor. This second Ralph had two wives, the name of the first is not 
known ; by her he had a son John, who died before him ; by the second, 
Margaret, he had no offspring ; she died 1377 (Esc. 51. Ed. 3, l b No. 4), 
holding Thurnston in dower, the reversion of which was in % Elizabeth, 
daughter of John, and grand-daughter of Ralph. This Elizabeth is 
doubtless the one named in the following patent roll as heir of the Walter 
Bloet, who lived in the time of Hen. 3.

We have inspected also the charter of the Lord Edward, formerly King, 
in these words, Edward, etc., Know ye that we have granted and confirmed 
to John Pychard of Straddewy one market every week on Wednesday at 
his manor of Straddewy in the cantred of Talgarth, and a fair there 
yearly to continue four days to wit, on the Eve and the day of St. Marga- 
ret and two days following. Dated 5th April, 26th year of our reign. 
We, the aforesaid grant and confirmations having ratified and confirmed 
for Us and our heirs as much as in us is, do accept and approve and to 
James de Berkeley, knight, and Elizabeth* his wife, cousin and heir of the 
aforesaid Walter Bloet and John Pychard as it is said by the tenor of 
these presents, Do confirm as the Charters aforesaid reasonably testify. 
Witness the King at Westminster the 15th day of December. 

" In 1403f Sir James Berkeley was commanded by Hen. 4 to fortify 
his Castle of Tretower against Owen Glendwr, by whom it was, notwith- 
standing, partially demolished ; and, at present, there are in some of the 
remaining walls several parts which appear to have undergone repairs, 
probably at the time here alluded to, as they display evident marks of 
haste in the execution of the work, some of the ancient ornamental 
carving having been walled up." 

Photographs are given of the Soldiers' Hall, Tretower, close to the 
ruined castle, and the entrance doorway. These would be probably 
erected when Sir James Berkeley was ordered to fortify against Owen 
Glyndwr.J 

We now return to the Head of the Straddewy, or elder line, Peter 
Pichard of Almaly.

Hereford. Walter le Yonge of Almalye, who brought a writ of assize 
against Joan, formerly wife of Roger Pychard, and Peter son of same Joan, 
for constructing a pool in Almalye to the injury of his freehold in said 
town, is not present. Therefore said Joan and Peter go without a day. 
And said Walter and his pledge to prosecute in mercy, to wit, Reginald le 
Porter and Richard le Clerk of Bysshopeston. 

Peter Pychard is now found among the rebels ; this would be after the 
battle of Boroughbridge, which took place 1322, when the Earl of Hereford 
was slain.

Gloucester ; he had inherited great possessions through her in the marches of Wales, and being 
desirous of more, is said to have committed injustice on the barons of Audley and Ammori, who 
also had married two sisters of the same family. Willm. do Braouse, Lord of Gower, a baron in 
that neighbourhood, had made a settlement of his estate on John de Mowbray, his son-in-law, 
and in case of failure of that nobleman and his issue, had substituted the Earl of Hereford in the 
succession of the barony of Gower. Mowbray, on the decease of his father-in-law, entered on 
the estate without the formality of taking livery and seisin from the Crown ; but Spenser per- 
suaded the King to put in execution the rigour of the feudal law, to seize Gower as escheated to 
the Crown, and to confer it on him. This transaction immediately excited a civil war in the 
kingdom. The Earls of Lancaster and Hereford flew to arms, Audley and Ammori joined them, 
the two Rogers de Mortimer and Roger de Clifford with many others. They sent a message to 
the King requiring him to dismiss or confine the younger Spenser, and menacing him, in case of 
refusal, with renouncing their allegiance. They scarcely waited for an answer, but attacked the 
possessions and servants of Spenser and marched to London with all their forces, gave in a charge 
to Parliament against the Spensers, and procured by violence a sentence of attainder and perpetual 
exile against Spenser and his father, after which they separated to their several castles, as they 
thought in security, and disbanded their army. When opportunity offered, Edward recalled the 
Spensers, and attacked his enemies. In 1322, he took his army to the marches of Wales, the chief 
seat of the power of his enemies, the castles of many of the barons were seized, and their 
persons committed to custody. Lancaster summoned his vassals and retainers, declared his 
alliance with Scotland, and being joined by the Earl of Hereford advanced against the King, who 
had an army of 30,000, and was superior to his enemies. Lancaster fled with his army to the 
north, he was repulsed at Boroughbridge, where the Earl of Hereford was killed, and the whole 
army of the rebels disconcerted ; Lancaster was seized, and beheaded near Pomfret, one of his 
own castles. Thus perished Thomas Earl of Lancaster, prince of the blood, and one of the 
most potent barons that had ever been in England. About eighteen of the most notorious 
offenders were condemned and executed, many were thrown into prison, others escaped beyond 
seas, and some of the King's servants were rewarded from their forfeitures. But the greater part 
of these vast escheats was seized by young Speuser. — Hume, pp. 162-3.

Garnel answers for them as their 
bailiff, and says that they have nothing in the tenements from which the 
said Adam supposes the said rent to arise, nor have they done any injury 
or disseisin to the said Adam. And they put themselves on the assize, 
and Adam likewise. And the said Roger, etc., answer as tenants, etc. 
And they say that those tenements are without the fee and lordship of 
the said Adam, whereupon they demand judgment whether the said Adam 
ought to have an Assize without special title, etc. 

And Adam says that one Peter Pychard formerly was seised of the 
said tenements in his demesne as of fee and right, which same Peter, by 
his writing, granted to the said Adam the rent aforesaid, to be received 
yearly at the Feast of the Annunciation of the Blessed Mary, during the 
life of said Adam out of the said tenements, by the name of all his lands 
and tenements in Almaly, by virtue of which grant the said Adam was 
seised of the said rent until the said Peter and others in the writ named 
unjustly him disseised, etc. And he produces the said writing, which the 
same testifies, the date of which is at Almaly on Monday next after the 
Feast of All Saints, in the second year of King Edward, father of the now 
King. And the said Roger and others say that of the said tenements in 
the aforesaid writing contained, which were in the seisin of the said Peter 
at the time of the making of said writing, one Roger de Vynour, chap- 
lain, holds four acres of land and held it at the time of the issuing the 
writ, etc., which same Roger is not named in the writ. Whereupon he 
prays judgment, etc. 

And Adam says that at the time of issuing his writ, to wit the 20th

Thomas Pychard, of Aylyneley, versus Richard de Ockeleye and Alice 
his wife, and Richard ap Rees, for having insulted, wounded, and badly 
treated the said Thomas, and against the peace of the Lord the King. 
Therefore the Sheriff is commanded to take them, if he can, etc., and pro- 
duce them before the Justices in fifteen days from Michaelmas.

The same Thomas Pychard versus Richard ap Rees only, for the above 
assault, at Aylyneleye, etc. The Sheriff to bring him up at Hilary next. 

On same Roll. 

Sir Richard de la Bere versus the said Richard ap Rees, for the said 
assault, etc., committed on Thomas Pychard at Aylyneleye, who was the 
servant of the said Sir Richard de la Bere. 

These entries prove a Thomas Pichard of Almaly living at this date. 
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In 1332, it has been seen, Peter Pichard was of Almaly and Kynardsley ; 
as it will appear onwards that in 5 Hen. 4 John Pichard was bailiff of 
Kynerdesley,* this Thomas may have held that office, and so have been 
called the servant of De la Bere. Duncumb (vol. i. p. 143) gives Edward 
de Burges as Sheriff, 49 Ed. 3 ; a mistake of Edward for Edmund has 
occurred under the Staundon Pichards, and it is probably Edmund de 
Brugge, who married a daughter of Thomas Pichard of Staundon, who 
was Sheriff.

1403. — Katherine, formerly wife of Kinard de la Biere, Kn*, and John 
Luntley, Esq™, executors of the will of Kinard de la Biere, by their attorney 
appear on the 4th day against John Pichard, of a plea that he render to them 
twenty-five pounds, and against John W. . . . vicar of the church of Delwe, 
of a plea that he render to them one hundred shillings, which from them 
they unjustly detain, etc. And they do not come. And the Sheriff was 
commanded to summon them, etc. And the Sheriff now returns that 
they have nothing, etc. Therefore let them be taken, that they be here 
on the octave of the Holy Trinity, etc. (Further adjourned to octave of 
St. Michael.)

1403. — Katherine, who was wife of Kinard de la Bere, Chiv., and John 
Luntley, Esq., executors of the will, against John Pichard, to the plea of 
debt.

1403. — In the 5th year of Henry the King, etc. Between Milo 
Water and John Pychard, plaintiffs, and Richard ap Richard ap Howell 
and Margaret his wife, defendants, of one messuage, 50 acres of land and 
2 acres of meadow in Thorllokeshope.f Whereupon a plea, etc., to wit, 
that the aforesaid Richard and Margaret acknowledged the said tene- 
ments to be the right of the said Milo as those which the said Milo and 
John have of the gift of the said Richard and Margaret. And the same 
they released and quit-claimed for themselves and the heirs of the said 
Margaret to the said Milo and John and the heirs of said Milo for ever. 
And that they would warrant, etc. 

* Kinnersley, a parish chiefly in the hundred of Stretford, but partly in the hundred of 
Wolphy, 44 miles W. by S. from Weobly, Herefordshire. It is the neighbouring parish to 
Almaly, which is 6J miles W. from Weobly. 

f In the hundred of Webbetre. " In Walmeston and Thorlokeshopc J fee the heirs of Richard 
Chandos hold of the honor of Snodhull." Book of Fees, Ilarl. MS., No. 5223, it is thus men- 
tioned. 
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It is not clear to which branch this fine should be put ; it may belong 
to a Pichard of Scethrog.

2d., which they unjustly 
detain. (See after Pichards of Merston, a list of Pichards not identified, 
where at the date 1324, John Woderove is mentioned in connection with 
John Picard.) 

Inquisition post mortem, 5 Hen. 5, No. 22. 

1417. — Inquisition taken at Webbele on Monday next before the 
Nativity of St. John the Baptist, the jurors (one of whom is John 
Pycharte) say that Thomas Fouleshurst, the son of Thomas Fouleshurst, 
was seised of two parts of the manors and towns of Weston and Brad- 
wardyn, and of the reversion of the third part of the manors and towns 
aforesaid, which Katherine, formerly the wife of John Baskervyle, holds 
in dower in the county aforesaid. 

The two parts are held of Edward,* Earl of March. That said Thomas 
Fouleshurst, the son, died on Wednesday next after the Feast of St. Andrew 
tbe Apostle last past, and that John Fouleshurst is his heir, and of the 
age of three years. 

It being required a juror should possess land within about four or six 
miles of the place, this John Pichard would be of Kinnersley and Almaly 
probably, but it may be one of Bredwardine and Scethrog, Bredwardine 
being close to Kinnersley. 

John Pichard is returned as one of the gentlemen of Herefordshire in 
the following Roll, and as by an entry of the succeeding year John 
Pichard is found of Kinnersley, where Peter Pichard owned land in 1332, 
as well as at Aimaly, it may be that the Pichard of the following entry 
was of Almaly.

1434. — Richard de la Bere of Kenardesley, Knight, Kenard de la Bere 
of Kenardesley, Esq., William ap Thomas of Teleglace in the Marches of 
Wales, Esq., John Chabnore, late of Rous Maune, Gentleman, in mercy 
for many defaults. The same persons, together with John Young of 
Almaly, junior, yeoman, were attached to answer Henry Oldcastell, Esq., 
for having at Kenardesley insulted, wounded, imprisoned (for one day and 
night), and ill-treated him, the said Henry Oldcastell, to his great damage 
and against the peace of the Lord the King. The defendants deny that 
they are guilty, and state that in an affray which took place both the said 
Henry Oldcastle and Richard de la Bere were imprisoned by Thomas 
Jackson and John Pychard, the then constables of the town of Kenardesley. 
Damages laid at £400. Adjourned for hearing until Trinity term. 

A constable at this time was the chief man in a tything (which con- 
tained twelve families), and was a person of much more consequence than 
in these days. This is the last entry of a Pychard of • Almaly. By a 
reference to 1332, Peter Pichard owned land in Almaleye, Uppecote, and 
Kynnardesleye. Robinson, in his ' Mansions,' under Almeley, says, " The 
Pembers were the chief landowners in 1683, and entered their pedigree at 
the Visitation ; they sold the manors of Almeley and Upcott to Thomas, 
first Lord Foley, in 1712, from whom they came by marriage to the 
Onslows; who, in 1863, sold it to the trustees of the present owner, 
James Watt Gibson Watt, grandson and heir of the great engineer." 

1446. — Incumbent of Ocle Pychard, John Pychard ; Patrons, Abbot and 
Convent of Gloucester, Duncumb, vol. 2, p. 146.

1446. — John Pykard, clerk, one of Plaintiffs, Roger Puree and Johanna 
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his wife, deforc. of 3 mess, and 4 gardens, in parish of St. Andrew in 
Holborn, without the bars of the old Temple, London, acknowledged to 
be the right of said John Pykard, etc. This might be the incumbent of 
Ocle Pichard ; John Pichard of London leaves vestments, etc. to the church 
of Suckley (see Suckley Pichards) in 1507. These last two entries cannot 
be identified with any branch of Pichard, but one of the family of those 
known to be owning Almaly, etc., near Ocle Pichard, would not be unlikely 
to have had the living. 
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PICHAEDS OF SCETHEOG AND BREDWAEDINE. 

In 1225-6 John Pichard of Stradewy dies ; Milo, his son, has been a 
prisoner in 1209. In 1226 a Milo (from the following letter), is seen 
fleeing towards Bredwardine, which the Scethrog Pichards owned ; there 
is also a Milo of Sapy, in 1211 and 1221, and this latter branch own 
Staunden, which is contiguous to Bredwardine ; the matter referred to in 
the letter would be undertaken by a young man rather than by his uncle. 

Royal and other Letters, No. 727. Published. 

John de Fleg, Sheriff of Hereford, to Ralph, Bishop of Chichester, and 

Chancellor. 

"August, 1226-1230.— To the Venerable Lord and Father in God 
Ralph,* by the grace of God Bishop of Chichester, Chancellor of our 
Lord the King, his devoted John de Fleg, Sheriff of Hereford, sends 
greeting and his obedience. 

" It is signified to your Excellency that Milo Pichard, with many 
others armed, came by night, to wit on the Eve of Saint Bartholomew 
the Apostle, to the house of Walter de la Hide, to take and slay him as it 
is said. And not finding the said Walter they took Nicholas Secularius, 
who lodged there that night, and his daughter, the wife of Walter de la 
Hide ; and the said Nicholas and his daughter in a nude state they con- 
ducted towards Wales, and carried off the chattels of the said Walter to 
the value, as it is said, of one hundred marks. Whereupon a hue was 
raised, following them to Bredewardin, but I being that night at Dune- 
more heard nothing of the hue or of the deed until the morrow about the 
third hour. But Lord Walter de Clifford, who was that night at Hereford, 
hearing the hue, followed them into Wales, where he with difficulty 
rescued them. I seized into the hands of our Lord the King the land of 
the said Milo, which he hath as the dowry of his wife : and after such 
seizure came Master William de Christi Ecclesia, wishing to take such 
land into the hands of William Earl Marescal,f because it is of the Fee 

* In 1231 the monks of Christ Church elected Ralph de Neville Bishop of Chichester for 
Archbishop of Canterbury ; and though Henry III. was much pleased with the election, the Pope, 
who thought that prelate too much attached to the Crown, assumed the power of annulling the 
election. — Hume, p. 123. 

f William de Breos, Lord of Brecknock, was hanged by Llewelyn, Prince of Wales, about 1230. 
The King was exasperated at this, and sent him a peremptory summons to appear before him. 
But Llewelyn laid waste the then defenceless territories of Brecknock.— Jones, vol. i. pp. 130-2. 
This state of things was perhaps the cause of William Earl Marshal interfering in the affairs of 
Brecknock, as William de Brios had married his sister. (See pedigree of B. Newmarch.) Some of 
the Brecon estates remained with her till 1246. — Jones, vol. i. p. 133. The Earls of Pembroke 
and Hereford were about this time in open rebellion against the King, as seen from Hume, p. 
120-1. " Richard, the King's brother, was made Earl of Cornwall, and in 1227 possessed himself 
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of Brekineu, and threatening me and my men. Your Excellency is also 
signified that I am given to understand that the said Master William 
received the said Milo into the protection of his lord, and now he is part 
of his family, and that the same Milo came to Hereford with Master 
William. I being absent from Hereford on a certain day of grace agreed 
between the said Milo and Nicholas Secular and Walter de la Hide. And 
such day of grace still remains between them; Nicholas Secular and 
Walter de Hide of none other yet complaining, but only of the said Milo ; 
wherefore I cannot enquire either through them or by others who were 
with the said Milo when the outrage was committed. And therefore 
with all affection I beseech your Excellency will please to signify to me 
your advice as to what I ought to do with the said Milo and Master 
William, who thus supports the said Milo, and conducts him through 
the county during the time of grace between him and Nicholas and 
Walter, without my knowledge. May your holiness fare well in the 
Lord."

1231. — Hugh de Duddeley, Walter de Dunre, Milo Pichard, and Roger 
le Poher, four knights sent to Hugh, Bishop of Hereford, who is sick, to 
hear whom he will put in his place in a plaint between him and our Lord 
the King, and he puts in his place (as his attorney) Adam de Salop or 
William de Duddebury. 

Hugh de Duddeley, Walter de Dure, Roger le Poer, and Milo Pichard, 
four knights sent to Hamon Peeche, who is sick as it is said at London, 
to hear whom he will put in his place between him and Thomas de Ingo- 
destrop, etc. 

Milo Pichard is seen to be a knight from this and the following, 
which is connected with the transactions mentioned in the letter of. 
1226-30. 

Placita de Banco, 17 Hen. 3, memb. 3. 

1232. — Hereford. The Lord the King commanded his Justices by his 
writ that the appeal which Nicholas le Seculer, Walter de Hide, and 
Mary his wife, made against Richard de Kynardesle, Arnett de Kinardsly, 

of a manor which had formerly belonged to the Earldom, but had been granted to Waleran de 
Ties before Richard had been invested with the dignity. The King ordered his brother to restore 
Waleran his rights ; this affair nearly produced a civil war. The Earl of Cornwall associated 
himself with the young Earl of Pembroke, who had married his sister (Eleanor afterwards married 
to Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, 1238), and who was displeased on account of the King's 
requiring him to deliver up some royal castles, which were in his custody. These two malcontents 
took into their confederacy the Earls of Chester, Warenne, Gloucester, Hereford, Warwick, 
and Ferrers, who were all disgusted on a like account. They assembled an army, and the King 
was obliged to give his brother satisfaction by grants of much greater importance than the manor."

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Milo Pichard, Knight, Adam Pichard, John and William Pichard, con- 
cerning robbery and breach of the peace of onr Lord the King to the 
said Nicholas, Walter, and Mary, he gave license to agree with the afore- 
said, and therefore they go without a day, because they say that they are 

agreed, etc. 

It cannot be said for certain whether the next entry refers to Milo of 

Staunden, or Scethrog.

1260. Hereford. Petronill de Thony, who sues for the King, appears 
on the 4th day against Humfrey de Bulesdon (and thirty-four others) of a 
plea, wherefore they, together with others, with force and arms and with 
the standard of the Lord the King, and with their own standards dis- 
played, came to the Castle Matilda,* which the Lord the King granted to 
the aforesaid Petronill during the will of the same our Lord the King, 
and made an assault upon the said castle to take it, and the land there 
they spoiled, and killed a certain man of her land, and before their retreat 
from the famous castle they took a pledge against the peace, etc., and 
they do not come, etc. ; therefore the sheriff is commanded that he take 
them if found ; and that he have their bodies, etc. The same Petronill 
appears the fourth day against Milo Pychard of a plea, wherefore he, 
together with others, made the aforesaid trespass. And he did not come, 
but was seen in Court, and retired in contempt of the Court ; and there- 
fore the sheriff is commanded to take all his lands into the King's hands. 
And also that he take the said Milo, if found ; and if not found, then he 
cause him to be demanded from county to county until, etc. 

The name of the wife of Milo is ascertained from the next roll, and 
also the time of his death. 

Close Eoll, 38 Hen. 3, 1253-4, memb. 9. 

1253-4. — For dower to be assigned. It is commanded that the bailiff 
of Humphrey de Boun,t the younger, of Brethnok, cause to be assigned 
without delay of the lands and tenements which were those of Milo 
Pichar (in his bailiwick), who lately died in the service of the King in the

The ancient mansion house of the Picards, Scethrog, 
now con verted into a farm house, called the Tower.

the day of his death he permit the executors of his will to have free 
administration and to execute his will.

Milo, son of John, calls to warranty of one messuage in the same town ; 
whereupon an assize of death of ancestor, etc., to wit, that said William 
and Matilda released to said John all their right in the said land and 
messuage. 

Coram Rege Roll, 40 Hen. 3, No. 102. 
Liberty of Hyrthynefend,J memb. 8. 

1255. — John, son of Milo Pychard, gives half a mark for license to 
agree with Roger, son of John, of a plea of land by the pledge of the 
said Roger ; and he hath a chirograph, etc. 

* The Gasoon nobility were attached to the English Government, as their distance allowed 
them independence. In 1253 they claimed King Henry's protection against the King of Castile's 
invasion. Henry was successful, but he thereby involved himself and his nobility in an enormous 
debt, which both increased their discontents and exposed him to greater danger from their enter- 
prises. His debts, even before this expedition, had become so troublesome that he sold all his plate 
and jewels in order to discharge them. When this expedient was proposed, he asked where he 
should find purchasers. It was replied, the citizens of London. " On my word," said he, " if the 
treasury of Augustus were brought to sale, the citizens are able to be the purchasers ; these 
clowns, who assume to themselves the name of barons, abound in everything, while we are reduced 
to necessities." And he was afterwards more greedy in his exactions on the citizens. — Hume, 
p. 123. 

f In Survey of Manor of Brecknock, taken 13 Hen. 8, Edmund Earl of March holds two 
knights' fees in Presthunde (Presteign). — Jones, vol. iii. p. 805. In Fines of divers Counties 
2 Hen. 5, 1413, is one between Richard Bishop of Norwich, Johan, who was wife of William 
Beauchamp of Bergavenny, etc., plaintiffs, and Edmund Earl of March defendant, of castles and lord- 
ships of Radnor, Raydre, etc., lordships of Mellenyth (in Radnorshire), Knighton, Comoitoidour, 
Norton, and Presthem'd, etc., and other things in other counties. From this name of Prest hem 'd 
in close proximity to other places in Radnorshire, and Edmund Earl of March having Presteigne 
by the survey, it may be inferred Presthem'd is Presteigne, and that here the Pichards of Scethrog 
had property. In the Boll of Household Expenses of Bishop Swin field, p. 87, in a note, Presthemed 
is stated to be Presteign, in Radnorshire, and that the church belonged to the Abbey of Wigmore. 

J The exact name Hyrthynefend has not been met with ; but from the following Coram Rege 
Boll, Trerado is in it. "Coram Rege, 40 Hen. 3 (No. 102), memb. 8, 1255-6.— Liberty of 
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Memb. 11. — John, son of Milo Py chard, acknowledges that he owes to 
Roger, son of John of Bradewardin and Agnes his wife, twenty marks, of 
which he will render to them at the Feast of St. Mary in the fortieth year 
five marks, and at the Feast of St. John Baptist next following five 
marks, at the Feast of All Saints five marks, and at Ash Wednesday in the 
forty-first year five marks. And unless he do so the sheriff shall make of 
his lands, etc. 

Memb. 23 d\ — Hundred de Brekesasse. Ralph le Taylur has land of 
the fee of Acie Pichard one year, and waste 31s. 6d., wherefore the sheriff 
answers. Afterwards comes the aforesaid Acie and makes fine for the 
said year and waste for 40s. by the pledges of Walter de Bascrevil and 
John Bretun. (See 1330, Rolls of Parlt. Sta. P's, a demand for year and 
waste after death of Roger Mortimer, Earl of March, by Abbot of 
Reading.) 

Acie is perhaps a contraction for Alice. In the hundred of Broxash, 
where Acie is now seen to have property, are Avonbury, Bodenham, and 
Great and Little Cowarne, Bishop's Stanford and King's Stanford, where 
the Pichards of various branches held. Ralph le Tayleur is also demandant 
in a fine in Cowarn, 1249 (see Strad. Pichards) : this was in the time of 
Roger of Stradewy, who was brother of Milo of Sccthrog, and both brothers 
may have held in Cowarn.

Hyrthynefend. " The Assize considered whether Meuric, son of David, father of Adam, son of 
Meuric, was seised in his demesne of one messuage and twelve acres of land in Trerardo on the 
day of his death," etc. Trerado is in the parish of Hentland, hundred of Wormelow, 4$ m. N.W. 
by W. from Ross. The name of Trerado exists no longer ; but it is found to be in this parish 
from ' Enrolments of Exchequer of Pleas,' p. 116, 89 Eliz., Hil., m. 22 d', where the name is 
meutioned. A farm called Treado joins Pengethley, and lies on the left or opposite side of the 
turnpike road to it, journeying from Boss to Hereford. (This Pengethley belonged to the Suckley 
Pichards.) " In addition to the hundreds mentioned in Domesday in the county of Hereford, 
other districts are named, one, Finis Arcenfelde." Dunoumb, vol. i. p. 59. — " Herchenfeld is a 
great lordship belonging to the Earl of Shrewsbury, and lieth betwixt Monmouth and Hereford 
about two miles from each of them." — Gough's ' Camden,' vol. ii. p. 446. Archenfeld embraces 
King's Caple, Hentland, Ballingham, and Trerado, where the Suckley Pichards had land. (See 
Inq. p. m. 1546 and 1551.) And it is shewn that the Pichards living in 1255 held property in 
this same district of Hyrthynefend, or Archenfeld ; and that Acie Pichard held in the hundred of 
Broxash, and the Suckley Pichards also. 

* In Harl. MS. 5223, Book of Fees, Heref., p. 8, under Hund. Webbetre.— In Bradwardyn, 
Roger deueros (Devereux), and his associates hold of the Earl of Heref. of the honor of Breyhnok 
(Brecon) by military service of old feoffment. Roger of Bradwardine was probably a Devereux. 
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honor of Penketlyn* as of the honor of Bradewardin,t to be the right of 
the same John.

The Welsh invasion 
was the signal for the malcontent barons to rise in arms, and Leicester, coming over secretly from 
France, collected all the forces of his party, and commenced an open rebellion. — Hume, p. 129. 

• These men were engaged in the final conquest of Wales by the English. Lewellyn, Prince of 
Wales, had been deeply engaged with the Montfort faction (in time of Hen. 8). After the battle 
of Evesham, in the general accommodation made with the vanquished, Lewellyn obtained his 
pardon ; but as he was the most powerful vassal of the Crown, he was anxious to provide for his 
safety, by maintaining a correspondence with his former associates, and made his addresses to a 
daughter of Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, who was sent to him from beyond the seas ; 
she was intercepted and detained in the Court of England. Lewellyn declined to come to 
England and do homage to the new King, unless the King's son, and other noblemen, were 
delivered to him as hostages, and his consort set at liberty. The King refused all Lewellyn's 
demands, except that of a safe conduct, and in 1277 marched out with an army against the 
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1255-1305. — Sir John Pichard* gives a silver cup to Hereford Cathe- 
dral; the donor would probably be of Scethrog, mentioned in i History and 
Antiquities of Hereford/ London, 1717, octavo, published anonymously, 
but the author was Dr. Bawlinson.

" In the preface concerning the service of the Church, compiled tem- 
pore Edward 6, printed in our excellent liturgy, we find mention made of 
a Missale secundum usum Hereford,! which prevailed in several churches 
before the Reformation, though that which was generally followed was 
the Salisbury Missal, divers editions of which are met with in print. 
Whether any of the Hereford were published in like manner is uncertain, 
but it is presumed they were ; the MS. is also very scarce. In the only 
one I have ever seen this is prefixed before the sum, — a kalendar of the 
obits of several benefactors to this Cathedral, whose anniversaries have 
been accordingly celebrated. It seems to have been compiled tempore 

enemy. David and Roderio, brothers to Lewellyn, dispossessed of their inheritance by that 
prince, had been obliged to seek the protection of Edward, and seconded with all their interest 
his attempts to enslave their country. The Welsh prince retired among the hills of Snowdon ; 
destitute of magazines, cooped up in a narrow corner by Edward, the Welsh army, as well as 
their cattle, suffered all the rigours of famine ; and Lewellyn, without being able to strike a stroke 
for his independence, was obliged to submit, and receive the terms imposed upon him. Complaints 
of iniquities soon arose on the side of the vanquished ; the English, insolent at their bloodless 
victory, oppressed the inhabitants of the districts yielded to them. The Lords Marchers committed 
with impunity all kinds of violence on their Welsh neighbours. 

Edward, when the prince attended him at Worcester, exacted a promise that he would retain 
no person in his principality who should be obnoxious to the English monarch. There were 
other personal insults which raised the indignation of the Welsh ; Prince David made peace with 
his brother, and promised to join in defence of their liberties. The Welsh flew to arms ; and 
Edward, not displeased with the occasion of making his conquest final, assembled his military 
tenants, and advanced into Wales with a large army. The situation of the country gave the 
Welsh at first the advantage, but Lewellyn being surprised by Mortimer, was defeated and slain, 
and 2000 of his followers put to the sword. David, who succeeded him in the principality, could 
never collect an army sufficient to face the English ; and being chased from hill to hill, was at last 
betrayed to the enemy. Edward sent him in chains to Shrewsbury, and bringing him to a formal 
trial before all the peers of England, ordered this sovereign prince to be hanged, drawn, and 
quartered as a traitor, for defending by arms the liberties of his native country, together with his 
own hereditary authority. All the Welsh nobility submitted to the conqueror, and the laws of 
England, with sheriffs, and other ministers of justice, were established in that principality in 
1283.— Hume, p. 138-9.

John 3 Duke of Brittany left his kingdom 
to the only daughter of his younger brother, whom he deemed his heir, as His family had inherited 
the duchy by a female succession, and thought her title preferable to that of the Count de 
Mountfort, who, being his brother by a second marriage, was the male heir. He married bis 
niece to Charles of Blois, nephew to the King of France, with the approbation of his subjects ; 
and all his vassals, among them the Count de Mountfort, swore fealty to theiu. On the death of 
the Duke, the ambition of the Count de Mountfort kindled a war, not only dangerous to Brittany, 
but to a great part of Europe. While Charles of Blois was soliciting at the Court of France 
investiture of the duchy, Mountfort was active in acquiring immediate possession of it, and made 
himself master of Uennebonne, etc., and all the most important fortresses. Mountfort, sensible 
he could expect no favour from Philip, obtained the assistance of the King of England, by offering 
to do him homage, as King of France, for Brittany.

She went 
lroin place to place encouraging the garrisons, and after she had put the province iu a ^ood 
posture shut herself up in Hennebonne, where Charles of Blois besieged her for some time ; their 
reiterated attacks had at length made several breaches in the walls, and it was apprehended a 
general assault, every hour expected, would overpower tbe garrison. It became necessary to treat 
of a capitulation, and the Bishop of Leon was already engaged for that purpose with Charles of 
Blois in a conference, when the countess, who had mounted to a high tower, and was looking 
towards the sea with great impatience, descried some sails at a distance.

3 (1330), is an entry, ( Chirk in Wales 
which belonged to Roger Mortimer, Earl of March '— he evidently was the first Earl of March 
named Mortimer, through his wife Johanna (see Ped. B. New., that part taken from Eyton's 
' Antiquities of Shropshire/ pp. 271-8). The Chronicle of Llandaff (Cott. MS. Nero C. 4, ad. an. 
1326) says, Roger de Mortimer, Lord of Chirk, died in prison, and was buried in the abbey of 
Wigmore : as he died in prison, his estates may have gone to the first Earl of March, who owned 
Chirk in 1330. In 2 Ed. 3 Roger Mortimer, Earl of March, gave to his cousin Roger, son of 
Roger de Mortimer of Chirke, all his right in the nixote of Penkethley and the fee of Tirolf 
(Black Book of Wigmore, fol. 54, Char. 8), and styles his cousin Roger de Mortimer, son of Monsr. 
Roger de Mortimer of Chirke, and states that all which he Roger Earl of March gave, escheated 
to him as his heritage — dated Brecon, 2 Ed. 3. Roger Mortimer, aged eighteen in 1304, has a 
son Edmund, married in 1316, (see under Sapy, Duch. Lane. Charters) who would then be a child, 
(Roger, the son of this Edmund, receives money from the King for the marriage of his son, then 
only eight years old, see B. New. Ped., not an unusual occurrence) ; in the reference to lauds 
held by Roger his father, and Margaret his mother, Margaret the mother of Roger would be 
meant (or the lordship of Wigmore must have passed about this time from one branch of 
Mortimer to another). An Inq. p.m. (30 Ed. 3, No. 30) 1356, on death of Joan Mortimer, 
Countess of March, states that Roger Mortimer, now Earl of March, is son and heir of Edmund de 
Mortimer, the son and heir of said Joan, aged twenty-eight — so that he would be born 1328, in 
the life of his grandfather, who lost his life for high treason, 1330. See also Inq. p.m. 1354 
(28 Ed. 3, No. 53) on death of Roger de Mortimer, late Earl of March ; he died on the Vigil of 
St. Andrew (Nov. 29) 4 Ed. 3. Roger, now Earl of March, son of Edmund de Mortimer, is his 
next heir and aged twenty-six years and more. At this date, 1353-4 (Bund. Escheats, 28 Ed. 3), 
Roger, second Earl of March, obtained reversal of the sentence against his grandfather, the first 
Earl. This Roger, the grandson, by an Inq. p.m. 1360 (34 Ed. 3, No. 86), held the manor and 
castle of Wigmore ; his son and heir, Edmund, was then aged nine. The Roger Mortimer holding 
four knights' fees of Brecon, with Milo Pichard and Roger Vaughan in 1298, was probably Roger of 
Chirke, as we have seen Edmund of Wigmore died in 1304 ; and this would account for Roger 
giving Penkethley again to his cousin in 1327-8. (See above, Black Book of Wigmore). The 
owners of Penkethley were also the future owners of Sapy, co. Heref. The following notices are 
found respecting the descendants of Roger Mortimer, to whom Mortimer, first Earl of March, 
aud Lord of Wigmore, gave Pengethley. In 1367 John Mortimer (Duncumb) presented to the 
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inoiety by knight's service. A.nd Roger Vaghan and John Pichard hold 
the other moiety equally between them. And by the division made 
between my lords of Gloucester and Derby,* half a knight's fee in 
Penkell, which John de Mortyiner, father of the said Roger Mortymer, 
held, and one quarter of a knight's fee which the said Roger Vaughan 
held, are allotted to ' Monsier ' de Derby. — The Duke of Gloucester would 
therefore have John Pichard's fee allotted to him for his share. 

By a reference to the pedigree of B.Newmarch, it will be seen that Eva, 
daughter of William de Breos, Lord of Brecknock, had Abergavenny as her 
portion, and therefore the following four entries are placed here relating 
to Bergevenny. The branch of John Pichard mentioned in them is not 

church of Tedstone Wafer. In 1372 (Inq. p.m. Hump, de Bohun, see ante) Roger Mortimer 
holds in Penkethlyn, and in the demands of the Earl of Derby against the Duke of Gloucester, 
1377-99, it is said the father of Roger Mortimer, then holding, was John. 1378 Roger Mortimer 
paid to the church of Hampton Wafer and died 1403 ; his son and heir, John, was twelve at his 
father's death ; the name of his wife was Elizabeth ; he died 1415-6. In Inq. p.m. Hen. 5 to Ric. 3, 
p. 153, is one, 12 Hen. 6 (1433), of John Mortimer, son and heir of John Mortimer; he has 
Tedstone Waffour and Hampton Waffour Manors of the honor of Brecon. Hugh Mortimer, 
Knight, p. 286, Inq. p.m. 38-9, Hen. 6 (1459-60), has Sapy manor of the castle and manor of 
Brecknock, Penkethle castle and manor, Tedstone Wafer and Hampton Wafer, Heref . ; the name 
of his wife was Eleanor, and he left a son, John, aged three and a quarter, who afterwards married a 
daughter of John Nevill, Marquis of Montacute. Hugh, besides his son, had a daughter 
Elizabeth, who married Sir Thos. West, Lord la Warr. John Mortimer may have suffered from 
the part taken by his wife's father in expelling Ed. 4 from the throne in 1470 in conjunction with 
the Earl of Warwick ; if so, he was most likely reinstated by Hen. 7, John Mortimer being a 
squire of the King's body (Rolls Parlt., vol. vi. p. 201). In 10 Hen. 7 (1494-5) he passed 
Penkethley to Richard Herbert, retaining perhaps an interest for life, and died without issue. 
Afterwards Thomas West, Lord la Warr, put in a claim to Penkethley, saying the property w«.s 
settled upon John aud his wife, da. of Nevill, and the heirs of their body, with remainder to right 
heirs; that he was son of John Mortimer's sister Elizabeth, and that the fine, 10 Hen. 7, was not 
valid, Margaret saying she had not been a party to it. This is from Chapter House records, 
entitled claim of Sir Thomas West, Lord la Warr, to the castle of Penkelly and 2 parts of barony 
of Penkelly, and divers lands and tenements in Penkelly, Scethrok, etc. ; it does not appear that 
he was successful. The paper quoted says, steps were taken in the Star Chamber, 21 Hen. 7. 

Sir Hugh Mortimer, mentioned above in Inq. p.m. 1459-60, must have been the same as Sir 
Hugh Mortimer of Martley, oo. Wigorn, mentioned hi '* Coram Rege " Roll Trin. 1 Ed. 4, 1460-1, 
as Sir Hugh Mortimer of Martley, al's Mortimer of Cure (Kyre), co. Wigorn ; his wife's name 
was Eleanor, and she was then wife of Richard Croft, armiger. In Duncumb, vol. ii. p. 159, in 
the list of patrons of Sapy is Robert Croft, knt per nobilis mulier Eleaner, relict' Hug' Mortimer 
de Kyre, 1458. In 1476 Richard Croft, esq. presented, and Thomas West knt. in 1523. The date 
1458 and name Robert Croft would be wrong, as the Inq. p.m. on Hugh Mortimer did not take 
place till after, but presenting to Sapy, formerlv the right of Hugh Mortimer, proves that Hugh 
of Penkethlin and Sapy was also Hugh of Martley. In Nash's Wore under Martley, " Hugh 
Mortimer, 1459-00, was Lord of Martley and left a son, John, and da. Elizabeth, afterwards 
mar. to Lord la Warr, and Martley was sold by the De la Warres to the Mucklowes, and also 
4 Heu. 4, 1402-3, Roger Mortimer died seised of Martley, Curewyard, and Barony of Burford, 
and 3 Hen. 5, 1415-6 John Mortimer died seised of the first two," etc. ; this corresponds in names 
and dates with the Mortimers of Penkelly, Sapy, and Hampton Wafer. In Robinson's ' Castles of 
Heref.', Mortimer, Baron of Burford, 3 Ed. 1, was Mortimer of Richard's Castle; the branch of 
Martley as barons of Burford is no doubt an inhorilinee by marriages. — Sec Nash.

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identified, but lie was of London, and may have been the one holding 
Scethrog at this date, and therefore chosen to be a trustee. John Pichard 
of London mentioned before, p. 47, may have descended from this John. 

In Close Koll, 15 E. 2, m. 15 d\ 

1391-2.— Joh'es Ep\ Heref . and al's. 

Will's de Beauchamp of the county of Surrey, Knt., Henry Grene 
of co. Northampton, Knt., John Picard of London, William Wenlok of 
the co. of Bedf d ., John Olneye of co. Warwick, John de Stynede of co. 
Hunt n , acknowledge themselves and each of them for himself to owe to 
John Bishop of Hereford and others (mentioned) £60,000, to be paid at 
Easter next, and unless they pay, the money may be raised out of their 
lands and chattels in the counties aforesaid and elsewhere. Witness, the 
King at Westminster, 17th January. 

(Note added afterwards). They paid and they are quit, etc.

1391. — In the 15th year of King Eichard, between Henry Grene, mil., 
William Bagot, mil., William Fenys, mil., John Pycard, armiger, William 
Wenlock, armiger, John Olneye, Nicholas Salewy, cl'icus, Eobert de 
Warrewick, cl'icus, John de Stynede, and Henry Bruyn, plaintiffs, and 
Eeginald de Grey de Euthyn, chevalier, defendant, of the castle, town, 
land, and Lordship of Bergeveny, in Wales, with the appurtenances. 
And afterwards in the Court of King Henry there, in the 2nd year of his 
reign (1400), after the death of the said Henry Grene, recorded before the 
Justices between the aforesaid parties. And whereupon a plea was sum- 
moned, etc., to wit that the aforesaid Eeginald acknowledged the said 
castle, town, land, and Lordship to be the right of the said Henry, 
etc., etc. To hold to said Henry, etc., and their heirs of the Lord the 
King by the service therefor due and accustomed for ever. . . . And 
this agreement was made by command of the Lord the King himself. 

For the descent and connection of Eeginald de Grey de Euthyn with 
the family of Cautilupe, see Burke's 'Peerage,' under Earl of Huntingdon, 
and Grey. It was Eeginald de Grey de Euthyn who stirred up the spirit 
of Owen Glendwr to the insurrection. Owen's estate lay contiguous to 
that of Eeginald, who made several encroachments on Owen's property. 
He sought redress in the courts of law in vain. Henry, on his expe- 
dition to Scotland, summoned the military tenants of the Crown. One 
of the writs was delivered to Eeginald, who maliciously detained it 
until the day before the rendezvous at Newcastle, so that it was impos- 
sible Owen could obey. Eeginald seized upon the possessions of Owen, 
depending upon his interest at Court to sanction it. Owen, despairing 
of justice, had recourse to the sword, and obtained possession of his 
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estates. Lord Grey complained, and the King gave h\m a commission to 
apprehend Owen as a traitor, when Owen threw off his allegiance, and 
assumed the title of Prince of Wales. — Jones, vol, i. 161-2.

1396. — Final agreement made, 20 R. 2, between Thomas Archbishop 
of York and others (named), plaintiffs, and Henry Grene, Knt., William 
Bagot, Knt., John Pycard, Esquire, William Wenlok, Esquire, John 
Olney, and John de Stynede, defendants, of the castle, town, land, and 
lordship of Bergeueney, with the appurtenances, in Wales, whereupon a 
plea of covenant was summoned between them, to wit that the said 
Henry, etc., John Pycard, etc., granted to said Archbishop and others two 
parts of the aforesaid castle, etc., to hold for the life of Johanna, wife of 
William Beauchamp, Knt., of our Lord the King. And same defendants 
granted that the third part of said castle, etc., which Richard Earl of 
Arundel and Surrey and Philippa his wife held as dower of the same 
Philippa of the inheritance of the aforesaid (deforciants), the day on 
which this agreement was made, and which, after decease of said 
Philippa to the aforesaid Henry, John Pycard, etc., ought to revert 
after decease of Philippa, wholly should remain to aforesaid Arch- 
bishop, etc. To be held with the aforesaid two parts which to them 
remain for the life of aforesaid Johanna, of our Lord the King. So 
that after death of Johanna the castle, etc., to said Henry, John Pycard, 
etc., wholly shall revert. The Archbishop and other plaintiffs gave to 
John and other deforciants £1000. And the agreement was made by 
command of the Lord the King himself. 

Lewis in his * Dictionary of Wales/ under Chirk, says, " The Mor- 
timers sold it to Richard Fitz Alan, Earl of Arundel and Surrey, and it 
was conveyed by marriage to Thomas Mowbray, Duke of Norfolk; on 
his exile, 1397, it went to the Crown, and was granted to William Beau- 
champ, Lord of Abergavenny, who had married the other heiress of the 
Fitz Alans." Johanna, the name of Beauchamp's wife, is seen by this 
fine, and she is the daughter of Richard Fitz Alan and Philippa. This 
Johanna must have been the niece of Humphrey de Bohun, Lord of Breck- 
nock, who died 1372, and had married Joane daughter of Richard Fitz 
Alan, 9th Earl; their daughter Mary married Henry the 4th. 

Fine Roll, 14 Hen. 6, memb. 16. 

1435-6. — For the livery of lands to the Earl Warwick. 

To the Escheator of Hereford and Marches of Wales. Joane (wife of 
William Beauchamp) deceased, held no lands in cap., but William Beau- 
champ, late Lord de Bergevenny, her husband, was seised of the castle, 
etc., of Bergevenny, and enfeoffed Henry Grene, William Bagot, William 
Wenlok, John Pycard, John Stynede, and John Olney, of the said castle,

etc., to carry into effect his will. Afterwards said William Beauchamp, by a 
writing of Feb. 20, 1396-6, 19 Ric. 2, etc., declared that John Pycard, etc., 
should enfeoff William Beauchamp and Joan his then wife and their heirs 
male, and for want of such issue to Thomas late Earl of Warwick, father 
of Richard now Earl, and his heirs male for ever. 

The said William Beauchamp and Johanna died without issue ; there- 
fore the escheator was directed to deliver the castle, etc., to Richard now 
Earl, etc. Dated 18th February. 

The lordship of Bergevenny was held eventually after Richard Beau- 
champ, Earl of Warwick, by Nevill, Earl of Warwick, his son-in-law. 
Hume, p. 235, speaking of the potency of the Nevill family in 1450, 
says : — " The Earl of Salisbury, brother-in-law to the Duke of York (slain 
at Wakefield, 1460), who had married the daughter by a first marriage of 
Ralph Nevill, Earl of Westmoreland, was the eldest son by a second 
marriage of Ralph's, and inherited by his wife, daughter and heir of 
Montacute, Earl of Salisbury, the possessions and title of that great family. 
His eldest son Richard had married Anne, daughter and heiress of Beau- 
champ, Earl of Warwick, who died Governor of France ;" (this would be 
the daughter of Richard, mentioned on this Fine Roll as possessing 
Abergavenny;) "and by this alliance he enjoyed the possessions and 
acquired the title of that other family, one of the most opulent, ancient, 
and illustrious of England." This Nevill, Earl of Warwick, whose wife 
was Anne, is known by the appellation of the Kingmaker. 

1443. — 21 Hen. 6. The Duke of Buckingham gives a new charter to 
the burgesses of Brecon. Among the list of burgesses, Edmond Pycard. — 
Jones, vol. i. p. 170. 

No fines or traces of the disposal of Scethrog and Bredwardine by the 
Pichards have been met with ; they may have been forfeited by the parts 
they took in the wars of the Roses. Edmund, Earl of Stafford (husband 
of Ann, grand-daughter of Humphrey de Bohun, who had Brecknock as her 
share of the property when divided), fell at Shrewsbury, 1403, fighting for 
Hen. 4. Humphrey, Duke of Bucks, his son, fell at Northampton, 1460, 
on the side of Hen. 6, and his son Humphrey, Earl of Stafford, was slain 
1455, at the first battle of St. Albans, fighting for Hen. 6. The Pichards 
would probably be on the same side as the lords of Brecknock, and might 
be dispossessed on the accession of Ed. 4; or the property may have 
been lost in the unsettled state of affairs between Ann Countess of Staf- 
ford and Hen. 5 and Hen. 6. The Pichard property fell to her father's 
share on the demands of the Earl of Derby against the Duke of Gloucester 
(see 1377-99, Scethrog Pichards). In 9 Hen. 5, 1420, she petitions the 
King respecting the lands of Humphrey de Bohun, which were equally 
divided between his mother Mary (see Ped. B. New.) and her mother 
Eleanor; her share, among other things, was the castle and manor of 
Brecknock with its members (Rolls of Parlt., vol, iv. p. 135). In 1 Hen. 

K 
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6, 1422, the partition was not carried out, and she again petitions, and 
states the lordship of Penkethlyn, etc., was a member of the castle and 
manor of Brecknock (Rolls Parlt., vol. iv. p. 176). Two Dukes of Buck- 
ingham, Lords of Brecknock, were also beheaded, one by Ric. 3 in 1483, 
the other by Hen. 8, 1521 ; and in these times of trouble the Pichards 
may have given up their possessions here. In the note to 1377-99 
(Scethrog Pichards), it is seen in 1494-5, Mortimer passed Penkethley to 
Richard Herbert. When Thomas West Lord la Warr puts in his claim, 
it is for the castle and two parts of the barony of Penkelly, whereas in 
1377-99 it is said the Lords of Brecknock hold one-third of Penkelly, Roger 
Mortimer one-third, and John Pichard and Roger Vaughan one-third 
between them. Lord la Warr is therefore laying claim to the part of the 
Lord of Brecknock, or to that of Pichard and Vaughan. In 1547-8 the 
Vaughans were in Bredwardine (Robinson's * Mans.,' under Bredwardine 
and Moccas) ; so the probability is, that that family had not given up 
Pengethley.

1543. — In the hundred of Penkelly occurs no name of Pichard. In 
villa Llansantffrede (Scethrog is in this parish), first on the list stands 
John ap John, 4th John — Madok — Meredith and Watkins. In Llan- 
hamlach villa are the names of John Walbeff, Robert and John W. This 
is a convincing proof that the Pichards were not living at Scethrog 
then ; ap John is a name often met with long before this date, so there is no 
probability of the surname Pichard having been dropped, according to a 
frequent custom in Wales. Burke, in his ' Landed Gentry,' under Herbert 
of Llanarth, gives the name of a descendant as ap John ; one of his wives 
was the daughter of Richard Herbert of Penkelly (perhaps the Richard 
to whom Mortimer sold Penkelly, see note to 1377-99) ; the mother of 
ap John was married in 1481. Herbert of Llanarth was of the same 
family as the Herbert in Pedigree of B. Newmarch, and also of Sir William 
Herbert, 1st Earl of Pembroke, to whom Ed. 4 gave the lordship of 
Crichhowel and Tretower (see Jones, vol. iii. p. 451-3). 

Jones, vol. iii. p. 576, says, In " Llanhamlach (the next parish to 
Scethrog, and where Walbeoff lived) church was a stone with an inscrip- 
tion to John Walbeoff, esq. ; he marryed Margaret the daughter and sole 
heyre of John ap John, baron of Skethrocke, and died 1598." 

The tombstones having quarterings of Pichard arms are now very 
few in Brecknockshire. The following mention of a Pichard tomb is 
from 'The First Duke of Beaufort's Progress through Wales as Lord 
President of Wales and the Marches thereof 1684.' — (Printed for private 
circulation, 1864.) 

" The most costly monument of the Priory Church, Brecon, in a south 
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chappell expres, hath been so battered by the late English Rebels, that I 
cannot reduce it to any figure. There you may discerne the remains of 
the effigies of a noble person in armour, lying at length, boulster'd with 
his helmet and crest, his Lady in rich robes by his side. Those of the 
chief est credit of the Town will have it to be designed for y* Lord of this 
country Bernardos de Novo Mercato alias Bernard Neumarch conqueror 
of these parts, and founder of the Priory and the Castle of Brecknock, 
contemporary with Robert Fitz Hamon, who invaded and made a conquest 
of Glamorganshire much at the same time ; whose Chappell, Monument, 
and Inscription, are in Tewkesbury, Gloucester : which see my English 
Journal page 17 e . . . y* said Robert Fitzhamon had also his twelve 
knights, or mean lords, to whom he distributed part of the conquest." 

" This shield is scarce distinguishable as to y* colour and metall ideo 
quaere. Some will have this monument to be one of Pichard, descended 
from one of y* twelve knights, of which hereafter." 

Saint John the Evangelist's, or the Pripry Church, Brecon. 

From Jones, vol. ii. p. 37-8. 

We learn from the writer of * Notitia Cambro-Britannica ' that the 
monument supposed to be that of Bernard Newmarch was destroyed, as I 
have already suggested, by the soldiers of the Commonwealth, and that 
the arms then remaining near it were — 1. Sable a cross in saltire gules, 
a chief of the 2nd. 2. Pichard. 3. Sable a lion rampant or. 4th, as 1st, 
which he says was the bearing of Llewelyn, Prince of Wales ; if so, there 
can remain no doubt but that this was the monument of Reginald de 
Breos, who marrying Gwladis ddu, daughter of Llewelyn ap Iorworth, 
Prince of North Wales, assumed, as was frequently done, the arms of his 
wife, as the most honourable bearing; but according to our British 
heralds, Llewellin ap Iorwerth bore quarterly gules and or, 4 lions passant 
gardant counterchanged, and Gwilym tells us that the saltire and chief, 
as above, are the arms of Bruce of Kinloes, in Scotland. (See Pedigree B. 
Newmarch for the connection between John Pichard and Reginald de Breos). 

Jones mentions the following on which are quartered the arms of 
Pichard : — 

In the Priory Church, Brecon, on a stone removed and placed against 
the wall to Morgan Llewelyn of Ystradfelte — Jones, vol. ii. p. 46— (not 
to be seen now). 

In Glasbury churchyard, a tomb to John Powel of Tyle Glis gent. 
a.d. 1646, 4th quartering Pichard — vol. ii. p. 373-4— (not there now). 

Christ's College of Brecon. In what was the Aubrey's Chapel, an 
inscription to William Thomas, great-grandson of Thomas ap John of 
Llanfrynach, Pichard arms in 2nd quartering (also gone) — vol. iii. p. 740. 

The following are now to be seen : — 

Church of the parish of Llansaintfread (in the church, near the altar), 
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• 

"Here lyeth the body of John Madocks of N. Skethroge gent., who 
maried Jane do. and co-heire to Howell Morgans of Llanddetty ; they had 
issve Catherin; he died the 12 day of September Anno D. M. I. 1632. 
Arms 1. Yaughan. 2. Bleddin ap Maenarch. 3. Bleddin ap Maenarch. 
4. Wiston. 5. Ehys Goch. 6. A fess int. 3 escallops, for Pitchard. 
7. Einon Sais. 8. Hughes." This is in stone, and the preservation good, 
a few only of the letters round the margin illegible. Jones, vol. iii. p. 536, 
has not given it quite correctly, which is here altered, and also only given 
seven quarterings, leaving out the third, making Wiston No. 3, and so on 
to the end. 

At Llanhamlach, in the nave of the church : — Here lieth the body of 
Andrew Watkin, paternally descended (the stone is here broken, but the 
omission is " of Bleddin ap Maenarch "), he married Lleici, the daughter 
of John Walbieff, esq. ; they had issue 11 children, living 4, John, Richard, 
Lewis, and Gladis. John married Juan, vz (daughter) Owen William ap 
Richard Gunter ; they had issue 6 children, Andrew, Owen, Meredith, 
Catherine, Lleici, and Gwenllian, he died 20th July 1601. Arms (Baron, 
omitted or effaced), femme, Walbeoff. 2. Pichard, viz. the escallops. 
3. Baskerville. 4. A lion rampant. 5. Cadwgan ap Elystan. 6. Brychan. 
7. Cradoc ap Gwilym. 8. Rhys Goch. 9. Wiston (vol. iii. p. 576-7). 
This stone is more than 6ft. in length by 3ft. 2in., and very much 
defaced ; but on the border can be read, Watkin paternally descended of 
. . . maried (what looks like) Meiry (it may be Lleiry, but is decidedly 
ry) on of the dayghters of John Walbiff esq. they had ysve 11. The 7th 
quartering is certainly not Cradoc ap Gwilym, which in the coloured coat 
in vol. ii. of Jones, is a stag, etc., but is Bleddin ap Maenarch. 

In Talgarth church (south wall) the following inscription : — Near this 
place lies the body of William Vaughan of Dolevawr Gent., son of 
William Yaughan of Tre Phillip Gent, and Ann his Wife Daughter of 
William Watkins of Maes y Garn Gent., who departed this Life October 
18th 1774. Paternally Descended Heir in Genealogy from Sir William

He hath 
the writ, and the Sheriff of Worcester is commanded that he takes, etc. 
Witness H., etc., at York the 18th day of June. 

In the pedigree made for the Baskerville family (who inherited 
Standen from the Pichards), in the College of Arms, two named Milo of 
Standen are given before Roger, and two will here be found ; the College 
does not make any of these of Standen as of Sapy Pichard also, but it is 
conclusively proved hereafter that they were of both places.

The fees are of the honor of Richard's Castle,t which William de 
Stutevill holds.

* An army, composed of feudal vassals, was commonly very intractable and undisciplined, both 
because of the independent spirit of the persons who served in it, and because the commands were 
not given, either by the choice of the Sovereign, or from the military capacity and experience of 
the officers. Each baron oonduoted his own vassals ; his rank was greater or less, proportioned to 
the extent of his property ; even the supreme command under the prince was often attached to 
birth ; and as the military vassals were obliged to serve only forty days at their own charge, though 
if the expedition were distant they were put to great expense, the prince reaped little benefit from 
their attendance. Hen. 2, sensible of these inconveniences, levied upon his vassals in Normandy 
and other provinces remote from Toulouse (where he wished to take his army), a sum of money 
in lieu of their service ; and this, on account of the distance, was still now advantageous to hit 
English vassals. He imposed, therefore, a scutage of £180,000 on the Knights' fees, a commuta- 
tion (the first perhaps to be met with in history) to which the military tenants willingly sub- 
mitted.

f " Osborne Fits Richard had Richard's Castle at the Domesday survey. Hugo Fit* Osborne, 
temp. Hen. 1., married Eustaohia de Say, and left her name to his descendants instead of his own. 
Hugh de Say died 1200, his only daughter married, first husband Hugh de Ferrers, and in 1211 
Robert de Mortimer, and had a son Hugh de Mortimer ; her third husband, 1219, was William de 
Stutevill ; at his death he devised the barony of Richard's Castle to his son-in-law Mortimer, who 
was a partizan of Hen. 8 in the baron's wars, his son Robert de Mortimer succeeded 8 Ed. 1, 
and was baron of Burford, Hugh de Mortimer his son took part in the Scotch wars, living 1297.

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Domesday manors were probably forfeited, most of them were annexed by 
Hen. 1. to the honor of Montgomery. Smethcott was undoubtedly thus 
bestowed, and we must understand in the following account, the con- 
temporary Lord of Montgomery was Lord of Smethcott. Towards the 
close of the twelfth century, the Lords of Montgomery had a feoffee at 
Smethcott, whose christian name William* is alone preserved : he left 
three daughters and co-heirs, Christiana, Matilda, and Margery, in 
October, 1203, being wives of John le Poer, Richard de Linley, and 
Baldwin Fitz Robert ; two of them were at issue with one another about 
Smethcott. Assizes 5 John m. 4 dors. Picklescott was a member of 
Smethcott. The Haugmond Chartulary preserves a deed which passed 
later than the above transaction, as Christiana appears with a second 
husband, Philip de Hulega ; the three co-heiresses, with their husbands, 
grant half Pykelescott to Robert Fitz Madoc, for his homage 60*., etc. 
A still later deed from the Chartulary we safely date between 1217-27. 
The co-heiress Christiana has a third husband, Matilda deceased. Thereby 
Baldwin de Smethcote, son of Robert, with his (Baldwin's) wife Margaret, 
Sir Richard de Linley, late husband of Matilda de Smethcote, and Sir 
Stephen de Patinton, with Christiana his wife, quit claim to Haughmon 
Abbey all disputed wood between Lega (Lee Botwood) and Smethcote. 
Witnesses, John Fitz Alan, John le Strange, Vivian de Rossale, Philip de 
Stapleton, and Robert de Girros. I will now follow the lines of the three 
co-heiresses of Smethcote separately, till I arrive at such documents as 
will exhibit them jointly. Their interests in Aldon and Acton Scott will 
give occasional help. First. — Christiana's successor I take to have been 
Roger le Poer, who occurs as a coparcener at Aldon, 1240. If so, he was 
with equal probability the son of her first husband, John le Poer ; sub- 
sequent representatives of this branch are called Pichard, but I cannot fix 
their affinity with le Poer; Roger Pichard living in 1253 and 1255 had an 
alleged interest in Acton Scott, but not in Aldon. Second. — Matilda, 
wife of Richard de Linley, had apparently by him a son Richard, and the 
said son had a daughter, and sole heir. Richard, son of Richard de 
Linley, with Alice his daughter, quit-claimed their right to a part of 
Pykelscote, as I shall shew. I think this Alice became the wife of Thomas 
Purcel, who occurs on a Smethcott inquest, 1253, and in 1265 was a 
coparcener in Aldon, Acton Scott, and Smethcott. Third. — Margery, wife 
of Baldwin Fitz Robert ; he succeeded his father in a tenure in Capite in 
Chirbury, his descent is therefore easily made out ; he took the name of 
Smethcott from his wife's inheritance, and died about 1233, and was 
succeeded at Chirbury by his son Roger. 1245-55 will probably be the 
limits of a deed where Margery, widow of Baldwin de Smethcott, granted 
to the Abbot Haghmon, and his men of le Botwood, a right of common in

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all her lands at Smethcote. Witnesses, Sir Richard Sprenchehose, John 
de Stapulton, Richard Anglicus, Philip Burnel. In October, 1252, we 
have Margery de Smethcott claiming the advowson of Acton (Acton Scott), 
against Roger Pichard, and others unnamed in the patent I quote. Besides 
her son Roger, Margery seems to have had a son Stephen, who succeeded 
her at Aldon and Acton Scott, and was a coparcener there in 1255. Roger 
de Smethcott died 1253, leaving a son and heir Philip, aged 23, and 
who succeeded at once to his father's estate on the border; before 1255, 
Philip had apparently succeeded his grandmother at Smethcott. The 
above three statements will now explain the following return on the Con- 
dover hundred roll (he quotes the hundred roll just given of 1254). 
Here we should explain that the infant heir of William de Cantilupe, late 
Lord of Montgomery, was in ward to Prince Edward. The Domesday 
hidage of Smethcott was made up by Piclescote, reputed to be also half a 
hide, but the tenure of the two was now totally distinct, as will appear in 
the sequel. I will now resume a distinctive account of each share in 
Smethcott: Roger Pichard of Smethcott was assessed in 1262 for an 
imbladement with regard to the Long Forest. He still owed 18d. on this 
account in 1267. Roger Pichard was reported by the jurors of Condover 
hundred as failing in the attendance at the assizes of 1272. Smethcote 
was one of the manors which was enrolled as having been held of George 
de Cantilupe's honor of Montgomery, in the inquest taken after his 
decease. I have an extract of a deed said to have passed temp. Hen. 3, 
and which clearly belongs either to the very close of his reign or beginning 
of Ed. 1. Thereby Roger Prichard of Staundon, Knight, grants to Sir 
Hugh Burnel, Knight, his land in Smytycot, together with his share of 
the advowson of the Church. Harl. MS. 1982, fo. 51 b . The Peodary of 
1284 names only two coparceners in Smethcott, viz. : Reginald le Escot 
and Hugh Burnell, holding the manor of Matilda (read Milicent) la Zouch. 
On death of Philip Burnel, son and heir of Hugh, an Inquisition states 
he held certain rents in Smethcote under Milicent la Zouch. Inq. 22 Ed. 
1. Nos. 45 e and 159.

On October 28, 1252. — Simon de Walton was named by letters patent 
as the Justiciar who was to try a suit of dernier presentiment which 
Margery de Smethcott had arraigned against Roger Pichard, and others 
concerning the advowson of the Church of Acton. This patent reveals to 
us two at least of the coparceners in one or both of these manors. With- 
in three years from this time, Margery de Smethcott had been succeeded 
by her grandson Philip at Smethcott, and by her younger son Stephen at 
Aldon and Acton Scott, also Roger Pichard remained a coparcener in 
Smethcott, but his name is not again mentioned as having any concern in 
Aldon or Acton Scott. This remark brings us to the Munslow Hundred

in the district afterwards known as Montgomery. The manor of Ljdborj 
wm in Saxon and Norman times an estate cf the See of Hereford ; the 
conquest of England wrought no disturbance in it to the Bishops of the 
See ; it was called Ly dbory North to distinguish it from a manor of the 
same Bishop 9 *, which lay many miles sooth of Hereford, now spelt 
Ledbury ; its importance is implied by its name of north ; the possession 
of it may almost be said to hare made a Lord Marcher of erery Bishop, 
till Wales was conquered. The foundation of Bishop's Castle was a 
feudal obligation, no less than a secular precaution, to guard a large 
frontier, and control tenants of 18,000 acres. 

Page 199. — Thomas de CantQupe was consecrated Bishop of Hereford, 
1275; on May 7, 1275, was a Precipe from Ed. 1 to Peter Corbet, to restore 
to the Bishop of Hereford 100 acres of pasture at Esthampton (Asterton), 
into which Peter had no entry, save by an act of disseisin by Thomas Corbet 
(Peter's father), on Peter, former Bishop of Hereford. It seems a question 
between the two manors of Wentnor and Lydbury was the thing really at 
issue, and we have a record of a perambulation made on Sunday, March 
27th, 1278. The persons (mentioned here) who made it, divided the 
Bishop's land at Esthampton from Corbet's land at Wentnor, as follows 
(Cantilupe's register, fo. 22a). It seems that this perambulation was 
held to be insufficient, as not having been wholly made by belted Knights. 
A King's writ, June 4th, 1278, orders the process to be renewed. The 
Sheriff again assembled a Jury of belted Knights, but Corbet objected to 
several of the number, and though the Bishop assented to Brian de 
Brompton, and his two sons Walter and Brian, acting on the panel (albeit 
the two latter were Corbet's nephews), still the panel of Knights was 
incomplete, owing to Corbet's objections. The Sheriff therefore im- 
panelled nearly the same jury as before, seeing that both parties had 
agreed to the former jury ; the difference was, that instead of Fitz Aer 
and Pichf ord, Sirs Adam de Montgomery and Roger Pichard were im- 
panelled. This Jury refused to act, because it was not composed of 
Knights, and Corbet now objected to it, as containing four freemen. The 
Sheriff made a return to Westminster, stating his difficulties as above, 
and adding there was the greatest scarcity of belted Knights in Shropshire, 
and that the panel could hardly be filled up without an admixture of 
freemen. A writ of July 14th, 1278, amerces the Sheriff heavily for non- 
execution of the former writ, and threatens him with still severer penalties,

417), that originally the 
right of taking and destroying game belonged exclusively to the king, and it is certain that this 
franchise, like that of a close or park, must either be derived from a royal grant, or from prescrip- 
tion which supposes a grant. It is the opinion of Spelman (Gloss, in voo. Warrenna), that free 
warren was introduced into England by the Normans. The grantee of free warren acquired there- 
by the right to appoint a person to watch over and preserve the game, called a warrener, who is 
justified in killing dogs, polecats, or other vermin which he finds disturbing or destroying the 
game (Cro. Jac. 46), and by 21 Ed. 1, s. 2, entitled De Malefactoribus, every forester, parker, or 
warrener was authorized to kill persons trespassing in forests, parks, or warrens, who resisted or 
refuted to render themselves.

The next is an interesting document in the family history, and points 
to the time of the marriage of Roger Pichard and Isolda de Sapy, of 
Upper Sapy, Herefordshire; the heirs of Roger were also eventually heirs 
of the Sapys, through this marriage. It might be expected that Hugh de 
Sapy was her father, but in the College of Arms, in a pedigree made for 
the Baskerville family, one of whom married the eventual heir of Roger 
Pichard, she (Isolda) is put as daughter of John de Sapy. Upper Sapy is an 
adjoining parish to Lower Sapy, or Sapy Pichard ; the former is in Here- 
fordshire, the latter in Worcestershire.

And the said 
Prior says that the said Milo lately, before the Mayor of London and Keeper 
of the Seal for the acknowledgment of debts according to the form of the 
Statute of Merchants in London,* on Monday next, after the purification 
of the blessed Mary in the fourth year of the reign of the now King, ac- 
knowledged himself bound to the said prior in twelve pounds sterling, to 
be paid to said Prior at certain terms, which said debt at such terms not 
being paid, the said Prior sued a writ against the same Milo, by which 
the said tenements were delivered to the said Prior to hold as his free- 
hold, etc., by force of the Statute, etc., until said debt should be fully 
levied. Therefore he says that by virtue of the recognisance aforesaid 
he was seised of the said tenements as his freehold in form aforesaid until 
the aforesaid Milo and the others him thereof unjustly disseised, and this 
he is ready to verify by the Assize. And the said Milo by his bailiff 
likewise. The Jury say that the said tenements were delivered to the 
same Prior by virtue of the aforesaid recognisances to the extent of six 
pounds, to be held as his freehold until the said debts of £12 should be 
fully raised, and they say that the said Prior was in possession of the 
said tenements until the said Milo and the others unjustly disseised 
him, etc. Therefore it is considered the said Prior recover his seisin, 
and his damages, and the aforesaid Milo, and the others in mercy, etc.

* Charles the Fair, King of France, had grounds of complaint against the Ministers of Edward 
2, in Guienne, and as there was no equitable judge in that strange species of sovereignty esta- 
blished by the feudal law, he seemed desirous to take advantage of Edward's weakness, and, under 
that pretence, to confiscate all his foreign dominions. After an embassy by the King's brother, 
the Earl of Kent, had been tried in vain, Queen Isabella obtained permission to go over to Paris, 
and endeavour to adjust the differences with her brother. On her arrival she found a great num- 
ber of fugitives, the remains of the Lancastrian faction ; and their common hatred of Spenser soou 
caused a friendship between them and that princess. Among them was young Roger Mortimer, 
a potent baron in the Welsh marches, who had been condemned for high treason, but had received 
a pardon for his life, and was detained in the Tower, with an intention of rendering his confine- 
ment perpetual. He was so fortunate as to make his escape to Franoe, being one of the most con- 
siderable now remaining of the Lancastrian party ; he was easily admitted to pay his court to 
Queen Isabella. The graces of his person and addresses advanced him quickly in her affections. 
She entered ardently into all his conspiracies ; and having artfully gotten into her hands the young 
prinoe and heir, resolved on the utter ruin of the King and his favourite Spenser. A corre- 
spondence was secretly carried on with the malcontent party in England. When Edward, in- 
formed of these things, required her to return with the young prinoe, she declared Spenser must 
first for ever be removed from his councils, whioh caused her great popularity in England. 
Edward endeavoured to put himself in a position of defence. She set sail, and landed in Suffolk, 
24 September, 1326, the Earl of Kent was in her company ; two other princes of the blood, the 
Earl of Norfolk and the Earl of Leicester, joined her soon after her landing, with all their followers ; 
three prelates, the bishops of Ely, Lincoln, and Hereford, brought her both the force of their 
vassals and the authority of their character. Edward, disappointed in his expectations of loyalty 
in many parts, took refuge in the mountains of Wales ; he was discovered, and confined at Keni- 
hoult (and the two Spensers executed), and his resignation extorted from him by the machinations 
of his Queen, January, 1827. The Earl of Leicester, now Earl of Lancaster, into whose hands the 
King had been committed, feeling generously towards him, Edward was taken from him, and 
delivered to Lord Berkeley, and Mautravers and Gournay, who were instructed with guarding him, 
each for a month— the former treated him gently, the last two with every indignity ; but as this 
method was too slow of laying him in the grave, the impatient Mortimer secretly sent orders to 
the two keepers, who were at his devotion, instantly to despatch him, whioh order was executed at 
Berkeley Castle.

King, Keeper of England, at Westminster, 4th day of July.f

A revolution had taken place in Brittany 1341, the Kings of England

t Lionel, the King's son, was left guardian of the kingdom during his father's absenoe, but 
yet too young to take the command of the army against the Scotch, who invaded the frontier, 
and Philippa the Queen took the command.— Pinnock's Goldsmith, ab. Hist. Eng., p. 107. 
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and France taking opposite sides. In 1343 a treaty was concluded 
between France and England for a term of three years, but it was of 
short continuation ; each monarch endeavoured to throw on the other the 
blame of its infraction. It seems probable that Edward, in consenting to 
the truce, had no other view than to extricate himself from the perilous 
situation into which he had fallen, and was very careless in observing it. 
When he laid these pretended injuries before the Parliament in 1344, 
which he affected to consult on all occasions, that assembly entered into 
the quarrel, advised the King not to be amused with a fraudulent truce, 
and granted him supplies for the remainder of the war. These supplies 
enabled the King to complete his preparations, and he sent his cousin 
Henry, Earl of Derby, into Guienne, for the defence of that province, 
and he had various successes there in 1345 (Hume, p. 177-9). Seymour, 
in his ' History of England/ says (vol. i. p. 555-6) : — The power of 
the French being thus effectually weakened, the Earl of Derby embarked 
for " England, to acquaint the King with his successes, and solicit succour 
for the ensuing campaign. 1345, the Earl was honourably received and 
sent back in June with a considerable reinforcement. 1346, Edward 
having equipped a very powerful, armament, appointed a rendezvous at 
Portsmouth on mid-Lent Sunday ; part of his fleet being dispersed by a 
storm, his departure was deferred till the middle of May, when he was 
prevented from putting to sea by contrary winds. ,, The order to Thomas 
Pichard, etc., is not given till July, and it states the King is departing 
also, so that evidently he did not go with the Earl of Derby, and this 
armament must have been delayed till the following year. Hume says, 
p. 179-82:— "In 1346 Ed. 3, informed by the Earl of Derby of the 
great danger to which Guienne was exposed, had prepared a force with 
which he intended in person to bring it relief. He embarked at South- 
ampton on board a fleet of near a thousand sail of all dimensions, and 
carried with him, besides all the chief nobility of England, his eldest son 
the Prince of Wales, now fifteen. The winds proved long contrary, and 
the King, in despair of arriving at Guienne, was persuaded by Geoffrey 
d'Harcourt to change the destination of his enterprise, as an expedition 
to Normandy promised more success; the northern provinces being almost 
destitute of military force, which had been drawn to the south, was full 
of flourishing cities, and the cultivated fields would supply them with 
provisions. The fleet was ordered to sail to La Hogue in Normandy ; 
he bestowed the honour of knighthood on the Prince of Wales and 
several of the young nobility immediately upon his landing. The battle 
of Crecy was fought 25 August, 1346, following. The army was divided 
into three lines, the first commanded by the Prince of Wales, who set an 
example of valour imitated by all his followers, and won the honour of 
the day. Of the French there fell 1200 knights, 1400 gentlemen, 4000 
men-at-arms, and 30,000 of inferior rank, with many of the prime 
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nobility ; on the side of the English only 1 esquire and 3 knights, and 
very few of inferior rank." 

A Pichard is thus seen with his retinue taking part in the famous 
battle of Crecy, and as a sheriff 20 Ed. 3, and collector of the aid to 
make this youthful Black Prince a knight, and a contributor to it also.

And they say that the aforesaid lands and tene- 
ments are held of Sir John Talbot, Knight,* by the service of the sixth 
part of a knight's fee. And they say that the aforesaid Elizabeth died 
, on Monday next before the Feast of St. Andrew the Apostle in this year. 
And they say that Richard, son of the aforesaid Elizabeth, is her nearest 
heir in blood, and is of the age of thirty years. In witness whereof to 
this Inquisition the aforesaid jurors have put their seals.

sake of peace, had been amicably settled. That the said John Sapy 
junior had therefore caused diligent inquiry to be made into all the 
aforesaid rights, titles, portions, and liberties, now claimed by the rector, 
and had heard the testimony of many credible witnesses of the parish and 
neighbourhood of Redmarley, and thereupon admitted and allowed that 
the said rights, titles, portions and liberties, the liberty called Lawegrist,

In 1302, John Sapy, husband of 
Petronilla, is dead, and by 1303-6, a second John is acting for himself; 
so that this John presenting in 1380 to Sapy Church would be John Sapy, 
junior (see 1358, extract from Nash). In 1334, by a fine, the manor of 
Sapy was settled upon Thomas=Katherine, son of Sir John Sapy and 
his wife Sibilla, and failing their heirs to the right heirs of Sir John de 
Sapy. If Duncumb is correct in this presentation, Sir John Sapy, junior, 
would probably be son of Thomas de Sapy, and also through his probably 
dying without posterity, Sapy came to the Brugges.

my p'nt testament conteynyng therin my last Will in maner and f ourme 
folowing, ffirst I bequeth and reco'mende my soule to Almighty god my 
maker and Redemer to his most blessed moder and virgyn our lady saint 
Mary and to all the saints in hevyn and my body to be buried in our lady 
chapell w l in the p'isshe churche of saint Gregory next powlys* in the 
Citie of london as nygh as it conueniently may be beside my Seate and 
pewe there. Itm. I bequeth to the high Awter of the same p'isshe Church 
for my tithes and oblacions necligently witholden or forgotten yf any 
suche be in discharge of my soule and conscience iij s. iiij d. Itm. I bequeth 
to the fraternitie of our lady in the same Churche vij d. Itm. I bequeth 
towarde the bylding and mayntenyng of the old werks of powlys ij s. 
And aftre my body buryed my f un'all expenses well and honestly don in 
all things after the good discrecion of myn executours undrewretyn, Then 
I will and ordeyn by this my p'nt testament and last will that all my 
goodes catalls detts plate and redy money by myn executours undrewretyn 
be devided and departed into iij equall parts as nygh as they cann be 
dryven unto. Wherof I geve and bequeth one of the said iij parts unto 
Letys my Wyfe she to haue the same equall parte in full recompens 
and contentacion of all that hur parte and purpart that to hir of my saide 
goodes and Catalls aftre my decease ought to belonge vnto hir. And the 
secunde equall parte of my said goodes and Catalls I geve and bequeth to 
Edwarde pychard my sonne he to haue and enioye the same equall parte to 
his propre vse as nygh as it can be devydey therto when he shall com to 
his lawfull age the same equall parte to remayne in the Chambre of the 
gylde hall in london to the vse of my said sonne, And yf it fortune or 
happen the said Edward my sonne to decease before he com to his lawfull 
age as god defende, then I will that all the said secunde equall parte of 
my said Childe be bestowed by the good discrecion of myn executours 
vndrewretyn as in bying of newe Capes vestments boks or other orna- 
ments for the p'isshe Church of saint John Baptist of Sukley and the 
Chapells belonging to the same as myn executours shall think most best 
to the honour of God to thentent that my sowle my Childern sowles the

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soules of my fader and mother my brethern and snstern and all cristen 
soules may be specially prayde for there foreumore. And the iij equall 
parte of my said goodes and Catalls and detts I reserve towards myself 
and myn executours here undre wretyn to thentent therw* to pay all my 
detts to bere therw* the costs and chargs of my fun'alls, And furthermore 
to p'f ourme and fulfill all my legacies herin conteyned and specified for 
me to be don. Itm. I will that myn executours vndrewretyn prouide and 
ordeyn an honest preest of good conuersacion to syng for my soule my 
Childern soules the soules of my father and moder my brethern and sustern 
soules and all xten soules in the said p'isshe Church of saint Gregory at 
our lady Awter there by one hole yere next aftre my decesse, And I 
bequeth to the same preest for his wages and salary x mark.

Itm I bequeth to the priour and Co'vent of the ffreres Mynours in london 
for a dirige and masse there in like wise to be doon iiij s. Itm. I bequeth 
to the p'isshe Churche of saint John Baptist in Sukley af orsaid to thentent 
there to be praid for a Remen'nt of grene Cloth of golde to make therw* 
corporas cases for the same p'isshe Churche. Itm. I bequeth to Margaret 
Pychard my Moder iij li in redy money to pray for my soule. Itm. I bequeth 
to e'uy prisonhous in and aboute London, that is to sey Newgate, Ludgate, 
the ij Counters, the kyngs benche, and the Marchalsey to e'uy of the same 
prisonhouses xij d. in brede to be devided among the pou' prisoners there 
by the good discrecion of myn executours undrewretyn. Itm. I bequeth to 
Richard Pychard to pray for my soule xl s. And I will principally before 
all other things conteyned in this my p'nt testament that all suche detts 
and duties as I owe of right and conscience to any p'sone or p'sones be 
well and truly content and paid by myn Executours undrewretyn. Itm. I 
bequeth to will'm hyde and John hardy myn Apprentice to pray for my 
soule xx s. And yf any thing of my parte remayn vndisposed then I will 
that the money and goods so remaynyng vnbestowed be distributed and 
disposed for my soule and all the soules afore reherced by the good 
discrecion of myn' executours undrewretyn as in synging of Masses pou' 
maidens mariag's Releving and comforting of pou'housholders w* other pou' 
people and in other deds and werks of m'cy pitie and cheritie as they shall 
seme most best to the pleasur of god and sa'vacion of my soule. And of 
this my present testament and last will I make and ordeyne my right 
trusty f rende Edward Jurdeyn Citezen and goldsmyth of London Coexecu- 
tour w* the said Letys my Wyfe, And I bequeth to the same Edward for 
his labour in this behalfe and for his counceill to be shewed to the said 
Letys my wife xx s. And I make and ordeyne Richard Baker Citizenand 
Bruer of London Supervisour of this my present testament conteynyng 
therin my last will, And I bequeth to him for his labour in this behalf my 
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blewe gowne lyned w* Saten of Sypers. In Witnesse wherof to this my 
present testament and last will I haue set my Seall. Thes witnesses sir 
John fforman preest, Thomas Aunsell Sadeler, Robert Slyngton gurdeler, 
Richard ffeltwell Scryvener, and other, goven' the day and yere abovesaid. 

Proved 4 Oct. 1507. 

As he bequeaths one third of his goods (if his son die under age) to 
Suckley Church, he was evidently interested in the place, and may be 
considered as belonging to the Suckley Pichards. 

The lease of the land contained in the following Pine Roll, is 
bequeathed in the will of John Pychard of Paunton, dated 1547.

1512. — For Thomas Pychard. The King to all, etc. We have com- 
mitted to Thomas Pichard, gentleman, the custody of one messuage, 
fifty-eight and a half acres of land, and one acre of meadow, at the Ree 
in Kyngestondford* in the county of Hertf,t which John Ree, now 
deceased, held at his death as of fee of us in capite by the service of the 
hundredth part of a Knight's fee remaining in our hands from the 19th 
year of H. 6, by death of said John Ree. To hold for twenty years. 
Rendering yearly 13s. 4d., and 3s. 4d. for increase, and to sustain the 
houses, etc. At the end of twenty years the lease is again renewed. See 
1533, following.

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defendants, of the manors of Sukley, Orcoppys, and Mathon, with the 
appurtenances, and six messuages, 500 acres of land, thirty-four acres of 
meadow, forty acres of pasture, twenty-five acres of wood, and forty-four 
shillings of rent, with the appurtenances in Sukley, Orcoppys, Mathom, 
Lulsey, and Alferwike. The aforesaid John and Alionora and Richard 
acknowledged the aforesaid manors and tenements to be the right of the 
said William as those which he had of the gift of the aforesaid John and 
Alionora and Richard. They quit-claimed for themselves and the heirs 
of the said Richard to the aforesaid William and his heirs for ever. 

John Pichard and his descendants continued to own the property 
referred to in these last two documents. Two daughters of Richard 
Habingdon of Brockhampton, co. Hereford, married two sons of this John 
Pichard of Suckley, viz. Anne married Richard Pichard of Cradley, co. 
Hereford, and Margaret married William Pichard of Avonbury, co. Here- 
ford (Coll. Arms, C. 30, 103-4 b ), and were aunts to Thomas Habingdon 
of Hindlip, who wrote the earliest history of Worcestershire (MS. at the 
Society of Antiquaries) ; he gives in it many notices of the family of 
Pichard ; being of course, from his relationship, acquainted with their 
history.* 

Roger Pytchard, who made the following will, was doubtless a son of 
John of Suckley, in whose will, made one month after the proving of 
this, Roger is not mentioned. Roger speaks of his mother Eleanor, John 
Pytchard, jun., executor, of John his brother, and also of his brothers and 
sisters. (See will of John P. of Suckley, 1521, for these names.) He also 
makes bequests to Suckley. 

Extracts from the Will of Soger Pytchaed of London. 

(Maynwarynge, fo. 13, P.C.C.) 

1521. — I Roger Pytchard citizen and haberdasher of the city of 
London, etc. this 10th day of June 1521, etc. make my last will, etc. My 
body to be buried in consecrated ground or sacred place where I shall 
happen to die etc. according to the will of my Executors etc. To the 

* Thomas Habingdon, the historian, connected himself with those who laboured to release 
Mary, Queen of Scots ; which occasioned his being sent to the Tower, where he remained six 
years. Had he not been (Queen Elizabeth's godson, it is thought he would have been executed. 
In reign of James 1, on account of the Gunpowder Plot, and for entertaining Garnet and Oldcorn, 
found hid in his house at Hindlip, he was again committed to the Tower and, it is said, condemned 
to die. But by the intercession of his wife's father, Lord Morley, he was pardoned. Mary, his 
wife, is supposed by some to have been the person who wrote the letter to her brother William 
Parker (being Lord Monteagle in his father's life in right of his mother, and after his father's 
death Lord Morley also) in order to save his life from the intended massacre. When he had 
received his pardon, tradition informs us that an order was given him never to stir out of Wor- 
cestershire. It was during his retirement that he studied the antiquities of the county, and 
formed a collection which he left in MS.— Note to Habingdon ped. under Hindlip (Nash). 
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fabrick of the Cathedral Church of St. Paul 12d. To the parish church of 
All Saints to wit to the curate there for tithes forgotten 12d. etc. Also 
that 9s. be restored for my part to John Assheley the servant of Richard 
Colier for half a piece of white cloth beyond the part of Louis Chaloner. 
Also I will that Lewis Chaloner have the indentures of demise of the house 
of Will m Gower Esq. so that he cause to be paid £3 to Richard Young grocer 
of London. Also I will that fifteen masses be said by honest priests and of 
good conversation in manner following, to wit, five for the Passion in the 
said Church of All Saints Bredestret before my death, and five for the 
Resurrection at the Savoye, and the other five at the Chaple Royal in the 
Cathedral Church of Westminster. And for the execution of this testament 
I make constitute and appoint Thomas Roth wood Citizen and girdler of 
London, Christina the wife of Roger Chombeley gentleman, Roland 
Briggs* my cousin, Louis Chaloner citizen and haberdasher of London and 

* It is not known how this relationship arose, but a will is in P.C.G. (Alenger, fo. 19) of 
Rouland Brugge, dated 1540, adm'on to his daughter Elizabeth, and Ralph Fane her husband, 
Dec. 1540 (the executors renouncing); he states his age to be 67, and describes himself of 
Clarkenwell near Loudon, nevertheless of the house of Ley near Webley, Herefordshire ; orders 
a debt paid to the parish church of Brechon in Wales of 20d., about the year 1506, leaves an 
image to the church of Bredley, in county of Hereford ; has land in Cradley and Bridnerbury 
(Bredenbury, Hereford). If he dies at Hereford, to be buried in the cloisters there of the Cathe- 
dral near his mother ; his sous are Rowland and Henry. 

The following fines relate to the possessions of the Brugges in Cradley, etc. 

1541. — Michaelmas. William Hall and others, plaintiffs, and Henry Brugge and others, 
defendants ; tenements in Cradley, Herefordshire, and Mathon, Worcestershire. 

1543. — Easter. Richard Hall, plaintiff, and Henry Brugge, defendant ; tenements in Mathon. 

It may be concluded that the Suckley Pichards were connected by marriage with the Brugges 
of Ley ; they both owned lands in the same parishes of Cradley and Mathon. 

In ' Collins's Peerage/ by 8ir Egerton Brydges, v. 6, p. 706, "8ir Baldwin de Brugge, 
40 E. 3, purchased lands at Lugwardyn ; married Isabel, daughter of Sir Piers Grandison, and had 
three sons : Thomas, after of Coberley, from whom Lord Chandos ; Sir John, 1415, at the battle of 
Agincourt ; and Simon Brugge of the Ley, parish of Weobley." 

Baldwin de Brugge versus Hyggins of Letton, is mentioned in a De Banco Roll, Michaelmas, 
36 E. 3, m. 227 (1362), and also Simon de Brugge and his wife Sibilla, in Weobley, on the same 
roll, m. 203 d\ In Patent Roll 12 H. 6, pt. 2, m. 29 (1433), which contains a list of gentlemen 
in Herefordshire, five Brugges are named, viz., John Brugge, Esq. (probably of Staundon), Thomas 
Brugge of Leye, Thomas Brugge of Brugge (Bridge Solers), Thomas Brugge of Yventon, and 
John Brugge of Ross. The relationship of the Staundon Brugges (who inherited that place from 
the Pichards) to either of the three sons of Sir Baldwin does not appear, but in 9 H. 4. (1407-8) 
Thomas de Brugge of Eldersfeld, Worcestershire, by his will iu P.C.C. (Marche, fo. 13-16) makes 
John de Brugge of Staundon an executor ; the name of the wife of Thomas de Brugge is Alice, his 
sons are Giles, Edmund, Robert, Baldewyne, and a daughter Anne ; his wife and son Edmund are 
also executors ; he desires to be buried at Little Malvern, makes bequests to churches of Hatfeld, 
Try nleye, Cobberleye, Haresfeld, Gloucester, and Tewkesbury. From the bequest to Coberley, and 
his having a son Giles, and wife named Alice, no doubt he is the Thomas Brugge mentioned in 
Burke's Peerage under Buckingham and Chandos, " who married Alice, daughter and oo-heiress of 
Sir Thomas Berkeley of Coberley, county of Gloucester, by Elizabeth, sister and co-heiress of Sir 
John Chandos, and acquired the seat of Coberley and other large estates, which descended down to 
George Brydges, sixth Lord Chandos, who died 1654. By this great heiress, Thomas Bruges had 
issue. The eldest son, Sir Gyles, was seated at Coberley 1419, and was grandfather of Sir Giles

John Pitchard junior gentleman. Also I bequeth to Thomas Hurst son of 
Tho s Hurst formerly my master deceased and to Eliz^ and Johanna 
daughters of the said Thomas Hurst to each of them 20s. Also to 
Elian or my Mother £3. Also to John Pycher my brother five marks etc. 
Also to the Society of Haberdashers 3s. 4d. Also I bequeth to each of 
my Executors who take upon them the execution of this my will one cloak 
of black cloth and 6s. 8d. in money. Also I bequeth to the Church of 
Suckeley in the county of Worcester one banner embroidered with the 
passion of Christ of the value of £3 to be suspended above the Rood loft. 
Also I will that the residue of all my goods not bequeathed by this my 
present will shall be wholly retained by my executors to the intent that 
the said executors dispose thereof for my soul and for the souls of all my 
brothers and sisters and in other charitable works as to the said executors 
may appear best.

These being 
witnesses, Robert Smith Clerk, Roger Chambeley, Thomas Hygyn, and 
John Fox. 

Proved 2nd July 1521 by Louis Chalnor — Rowland Briggis having 
renounced — power reserved to the other executors.

the holy company of hevyn my body to be buried in the parishe Church 
of Saint John the Baptist in Suckeley. Item. I bequeth to the Cathedrall 
Church of worceto r ij s. Item, to the high awter of Suckeley for my 
tithes and offerings forgotten xx d. Item, to the repa'cion of the Church of 
Suckeley forsaid and for the breking of the grounde there I shall be 
buried xiij s. iiij d. Item, to the orders of ffreres w4n the Citie of Worce- 
tour xx s. to say ij Trentalls for my soule my faders soule my moders 
soule and all x'pen soules. Also to Aliano r my doughter I geve a mes'e and 

Bruges of Coberley, knighted for his valour at Blackheath, 1497." The will of this last Sir Giles 
is as follows, and is in P.C.C. (Fettiplace, fo. 21, dated 1511) : Sir Gyles Brugge, knt., desires to be 
buried in the chapel of Coberley, leaves to the mother churoh of Worcester xij d., has a brother 
Henry, the children of Sir Giles are Thomas, William, John, Ursula, Anne, also Kateryn, who is 
married ; his wife to have all the plate, etc., and all other implements of household, as long as 
she is a widow, which are not to be removed out of the manor of Coberley, and if she marry 
before his son John is of age, then his executors to take and deliver it to his son John, when he 
comes of age. This John was elevated to the peerage with the dignity of Baron Chandos of Sudeley. 
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a yarde lande lying in the Towneship of Alferwyk in the Countie of 
Worceto r called paches londe To haue and to hold the said mes'e and yarde 
of lande to the said Aliano r to her heires and assignes f oreuer of the chief 
lorde of the fee by the Rent and seruice therof being due and accustumed. 
Item. I geve to the said Aliano 1 an annuell Bent of xx d. by yere going 
out of a certeyn grounde nowe in the tenure of John Kynward. Item, vj d. 
of annuell Rent going out of a certeyn grounde in the tenure of hugh hey. 
Item. I geve to Richard my sonne and to his assignes the f erme of the ou' 
barowe during the yeres of the Indenture paying to my younger sonne 
John Pychard beyng nowe prentice in London when he cometh out of his 
prentishode vj li. xiij s. iiij d. of good and lawf all money. Item, where that 
I haue enfeffed certeyn feoffees in the mano r of Behennes sett and lying 
in the lordship of Cradley in the Countie of hereford as by a dede of 
feoffement bering date the xij th day of Aprill the x th yere of king henry 
the viij 1 * 1 more playnly doth appere I will that the said feoffees shal make 
astate of the mano* of the lordship of Behennes aforsaid to the said 
Richard Pychard To haue and to holde the said mano r w* th'appurten'ncs 
to the said Richard Pychard to his heires and assignes f oreuer paying yerely 
therfor to the chief lord of the fee Rent and seruice therof being due and 
of right accustumed excepted and reserved of the said mano r two mills w* 
all the appurten'ncs that is to sey a walk myll and a corne mill lying in 
the lordship of Behennes Of the which two mills I will that my said 
feoffees shall make a sufficient astate by dede indented to Thomas Pychard 
my sonne and to the heires of his body lawfully begotten of the chief lord 
of the fee by the rent and seruice therof due and accustumed And for 
lack of suche Issue the Remaynder to the said Richard Pychard and to his 
heires for euer. Item. I geve and bequeth to Luce my doughter the lees of 
the ferme of the nether Barowe during the yeres comprised in the same. 
Item. I geve to Will m Pychard my sonne a lees the whiche I haue of the 
maister of ffodringh'm and his brethern for certeyn tithes and Rents 
going out of materley Shellesley and Suckeley during the yeres comprised 
in the same lees. Item. I geve to the said William Pychard a grounde called 
Coll grove w 1 all the appurten'ncs sett and lying in Suckeley To haue and 
to holde the said grounde called Coll grove vnto the said William to his 
heires and assignes foreuer of the chief lord of the fee by the Rents and 
seruice therof being due and of right accustumed. Item, to the house of 
litill Malverne out of the said house of Coll grove a yerely Rent of 
iij s. iiij d. by yere to haue an obite yerely to be kept for my soule my 
fader my moder and for all my goode frends soules and all x'pen soules 
The residue of my goods not bequethed my funerall expenses and my detts 
paid I geve and bequeth to Eliano r my Wife, John Pychard my sonne and 
heire, Thomas Pychard, and Richard Pycharde, whom I ordeyn and make 
myn executours they to marry my childern and to dispoase my goods for 
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the welth of my soule as they shall thinke moost best. Thise witnesse, 
hugh hey, Gorwey, John Carpynter, piers pole, and sir will'm Baret my 
goostly father. 

Proved 10 th May 1522, by the relict. 

The lease, left to his son William, which he has of the master and 
brethren of Fodringham, for tithes in Suckley, etc., is explained by Nash's 
entry, under Suckley, p. 397. " The patronage of the church at Suckley 
was anciently in the master of the college of Podringhay co. North- 
ampton (founded by Edward Duke of York, 1415). By inquisition, 
taken 1479, it was found the true value of the church did scarce amount 
to £10, that it was charged with an annual pension of four marks to the 
master and fellows of Foderinghay ; they had a portion of the predial 
tithes of some pasture and meadow grounds of the demesne of the manor 
of Suckley, for which the rectors paid every year 20s." It will be seen 
that John Pichard, (mentioned as son and heir in the last will), Thomas 
and Richard, who are left executors, are the heads of the first three 
families. Habingdon in the next entry names three branches. He has 
not noticed the Pichards who are the eldest branch, and owned 
Paunton ; as that branch had terminated in two daughters, by 1552, 
soon afterwards married: and this occurred before Habingdon's birth, 
as he lived till 1647, aged 87, as stated in Nash's ' Worcestershire,' under 
Hindlip ; the third branch, which he mentions as of Paunton (which 
is in the parish of Bishop's Frome, not Avonbury, as stated by him, but 
the parishes join each other), is probably descended from John the 
younger, of this will, as in the will of John Pychard of Paunton, in 1551, 
he mentions John Pytchard of Hall Court, gentleman. Hall Court is in 
the parish of Bishop's Frome, and George and Joyce Pichard, father and 
daughter, the father dying soon after her birth, are entries in the register 
of Bishop's Frome ; these names are stated by Habingdon to belong to 
the third branch. 

Extract from Habingdon's MS. History of Worcestershire, under 

Clifton-upon-Teme. 

" West from Clifton lyethe Sapy, a village . . . graced with a chappell 
w« h attendethe her . . . mother church at Clifton . . . Heere Sir Myies 
Pichard, Knight healde one hyde in Sapy surnamed of him Pichard." 
(After various notices of the family, and the Baskerville pedigree, he 
says :) "And to conclude The family of the Pychardes . . . ancient and 
once so greate is now diminished and theire landes thus fallen to heires 
generall the ealdest of this name and stem is at this instant George 
Pychard of Pensham in y c parishe of Peareshore, j* next Will™ Pichard 
descended from the Pichardes of Cradeley co. Heref ., the third house 
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beinge Pichard of Paunton in the parish of Avenbury, Heref ., produced 
a Gentellman named George Pichard not onely of comely personage and 
countenance but allso of such courage guided by discretion as fewe 
equalled him none excelled him but to the greyfe of his f rindes cut off 
in the streangthe of his age leafte one daughter onely named Joice 
Pichard who maryinge Mr. Tho 1 flail of Esburly in the parishe of 
Hallowe co. Wigorn, hath issewe. And so I conclude w* y« Pichardes." 
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FIBST HOUSE— HCHABD OF PAU>~TOX. 

The following is an inquisition on the death of the first wife of John 
Pichard, who had Pannton in her own right : —

1528. — Inquisition taken at Hereford, 20th October, in the 20th year 
of Hen. 8, after the death of Elizabeth Pychard, late the wife of John 
Pychard. 

The jurors say that at the day of her death she was seised of the 
manor of Paunton,* in the county of Hereford among others in other 
counties, which manor is held of the King by serjeanty, paying yearly 
one brachet,t and is worth yearly £10. 

That John Pichard is her son and heir, and is of the age of 20 years, 
and in the custody of his aforesaid father. And that the said John 
Pychard is in possession of the said manor by the law of England as 
tenant by Curtesy. 

She held no other lands in the said county.

1528. — Between Bichard Hawkys and John Pychard, gentlemen, 
plaintiffs, and Bichard Wode and Constancia his wife, defendants, of 
one messuage, 20 acres of land, 2 acres of meadow, and 4 acres of 
pasture, with the appurtenances, in Overgulton and Nethergulton, in the 
parish of Bishop's Frome, paying therefor £40. 

These Gultons were probably, from the similarity of names, the present 
township of Eggleton, in Bishop's Frome.

1588. — Farm for Pychard. — The King, etc. We have committed to 
John Pychard and Thomas Pychard, gentlemen, the custody of one 
messuage, etc. (the same premises as mentioned 1512.) 

To hold for 40 years, rendering 16s. 8d. and 4d. for increase yearly. 

In the enrolled escheator's accounts mention is made of this property 
as early as 36 Ed. 3. Tenements at la Bee, which were John de la Bee's 
and Henry de la Bee's, in town of Stanford, co. Hereford, held of the 
King in capite.

1588. — John Py chard of Kyngyssutton,* in co. Northampton, gent., 
comes here into court the 21st day of May, in this same term, and 
acknowledges this writing following to be his deed, and prays that the 
same may be enrolled, and it is enrolled in these words : — 

" 1537. — This indenture made the 4th day of March in the 29th year 
of the reign of King Henry the 8th Between John Pychard of Kyngys- 
sutton in the county of North" gentylman on the one p'tye and Morgan 
Philippe otherwise callyd Morgan Wolf citizen of London and goldsmyth 
to our sou'eign lord the Kyng on the other p'rtye Witnesseth that the 
sayd John Pichard ffor the some of £72 st'lynge to him pay* by the sayd 
Morgan etc. hath bargaynyd and sold etc. unto the seyd Morgan and his 
heyrs all that his manor of Walsopethorne in the countie of Hereford 
and all and singuler his londs ten" rents rev' cons and heredytaments 
sett lying and beyng in the p'yche of Asperton in the seyd countie of 
Heref." 

It is a long document, and states if the £72 is again paid by the 17th 
of September next ensuing, the present bargain is to be null and void. 

In 1540 he sold this manor, and had then another wife, named Anne, 
as appears from

John Pychard, sen., died 28th October last. 

John Pychard, Jan., is his son and next heir, and is 23 years old. 

Inq. post mortem, 2 Ed. 6, 31st Oct. (part 2, No. 99), on John Pychard. 

1548. — John Pychard of Sackley was seised of seven messuages, etc., 
in Sackley and Acton Beaachampe in the coonty of Worcester, and by 
his deed by the name of John Pychard of King's Satton in the coonty of 
Northampton, granted to John Pychard, Jan., his son and heir, all each 
premises, except Collgrove, to hold for ever. He died at King's Satton 
the 28th October, in the 37th year of Hen. 8, and the aforesaid John 
Pychard, Jan., was his son and heir, and aged 27 years. 

John Pychard of Sackley, by his will, 1521, gave Collgrove in Sackley 
(this excepted land), to his son William. Mistakes are made in these 
inquisitions as to age ; here John Pychard, Jan., is 27 ; if 27 now, in the 
inquisition post mortem on his mother in 1528, he would be 7, not 20.

and two parts with appurtenances, to be the right of the said John 
Pychard as those which he hath of the gift of the aforesaid John Price 
and Joan, and they remise, etc.

hopton hagerley (in) magna Cowerne,§ Bromyarde, Kyngs Stanford, le 
Ree,|| and Bysshoppe Stanford in co. Hereford. And the half of the 
manor of Suckeley, and the half of two messuages, two gardens, 100 
acres of land, 20 acres of meadow, 100 acres of pasture, ten acres 
of wood, twenty acres of furze and heath, and ten solidates of rent in 
Suckeley and Awfryke, Acton Beachampe,1T lye, Synton,** and lullesey,tt 
in co. Wigorn. Whereupon a plea, etc., to wit, that the said Robert and 
Dorothy acknowledged the said halves to be the right of the said William 
as those which the said William had of the gift of said Robert and 
Dorothy, and they released to the said William and his heirs for ever, 
etc. And for this acknowledgment, etc., the said William granted to the 
aforesaid Robert the aforesaid halves with the appurtenances, and these 
he rendered to him in the same court. To hold to said Robert and his 
heirs of chief Lords of the Pee by the services which to the said halves 
belong for ever. 

This fine would be to give Robert Downes possession of these estates 
brought to him by Dorothy his wife, daughter of John Pichard.

This memorial is a painting in oil, with cupboard doors to close over 
it, and is now placed against the east wall of the north aisle, or chapel. 
George Downes and his wife Margery are both depicted kneeling, with 
this inscription above : — 

" Here lieth Margery, one of the D. and C° H. of John Pitchar, Esq.,

Robinson says (p. 26) in his ' Mansions 9 : " Upon the coat are the arms 
of Downes of Suffolk, quarterly with Downes of Chester,* impaling 
Pychard," etc. 

The impalement has four quarterings: 1. Gules, a fesse or between 
three escallops arg. Pichard. 2. Arg., two chevronels gu., a file of 
four points in chief gules. Seymour^ 3. Barry of 8 arg. and az. — 
not known. 4. Arg. three horses' heads erased sable, a chief gules. 
Slade. 

The mother of Margery Downes was one of the daughters and heirs of 
Francis Slade. 

The painting is 2ft. lOin. high by 2ft. 2in. broad. 

The following entry of their daughter's marriage is at Bishop's 
Prome : — 

Nov. 18 th 1585, were wedded m r mychell wentworth and m n ffraunces 
downes. 



* The arms are 1 and 4, Arg. 3 pallets wavy gules, 2 and 3, Az. a stag lodged arg. In Coll. 
of Arms, in the Visitation of Suffolk (Vincent, No. 144, p. 82 b ) there is a pedigree of Downes ; the 
arms there given are, Arg. 3 bendlets gules, quartering, Sable a stag lodged arg. In that pedigree 
there is a George Downes, but he appears to have been unmarried.

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For their descendants, see Burke's ' Landed Gentry,' under Wentworth 
of Wolley, co. York. (In the Suffolk pedigree of Wentworth, Coll. of 
Arms, there is a Michael Wentworth, but he is without a wife.) 

Paunton was held, with the Longworth estates near Hereford, by Mr. 
James Walwyn. In 1787 Mr. Philips purchased the Longworth estates, 
and Paunton was also sold. (This Phillips, and Walwyn before him, made 
the collections for Herefordshire, now at Belmont Priory, near Hereford). 
The late possessor of Paunton was Mr. J. T. Mutlow of Oldbury House, 
near Worcester, and it has since his death been put up for sale. 

Under Great Cowerne, Duncumb says (vol. 2, pp. 97 and 103) the 
advowson and whole of the tithes belonged after the Norman Conquest 
to Bernard Newmarch,* and that in the book of Knights' fees compiled 
temp. H. 3, Pauncefoot held land here of William de Breos* of the honor 
of Brecon. (See 1121 a.d. Strad. P.'s in Duchy of Lancaster Charters, 
where Bernard has Cowern.) 

The Pichards held land in Cowerne at the following dates : — 

1249. — Roger Pichard of Stradewy had land in Cowerne, by fine 
between him and Balph le Taylur. 

1255. By Coram Rege (see Scethrog P.'s) Ralph le Taylur has land 
of the fee of Acie Pichard in hundred of Broxash. (Cowerne is in this 
hundred.) See Pichards of Merston and Great Cowerne where in 1332 
and 1346, Thomas Pichard has one-third fee in Hopton in Great 
Cowerne. 1428. Late of Thomas Pichard do. 

1330-1. — Roger Pichard of Staundon had manor of Hopton Hagornel, 
Great Cowerne. 

1358-9. — Edmund Brugge and Joanna, daughter of Thomas Pichard 
of Standon, sell half manor of Hopton Hagurner to de la Bere. 

1567. — The heiresses of the Paunton Pichards (of Suckley) had land in 
Hopton Hagerley, Great Cowerne. 

It is also to be noticed that in 

1372, 46 £. 3. By an Inq. p. m. on Hump, de Bohun, Earl of 
Hereford and Lord of Brecknock, he is found to hold Avenebury and 
Venne. (See Scethrog P.'s note), and, in 1551, John Pychard of Paunton, 
in his will mentions his land at Venne in the parish of Avonbury. As 
the Pichard family held under Brecknock from the first, this, it may be 
conjectured, was an ancient possession of theirs. 

In 1305, John Pichard of Stradewy held of the King 5s. rent in 
the manor of Lugwardine. And in 1551, John Pichard of Paunton is 
proved, by Inquisition post mortem, to have had possessions in Tre-evan 
in the parish of Langarren, and Tresoke (Tresecle) in the parish of 
Hentland, both parishes being perpetual curacies, held with the vicarage 

* See ped. B. Newmaroh. 
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of Lugwardine. And in 1255, the Pichards of Scethrog (Coram Rege) 
had land in the liberty of Hyrthynefend (Archenfeld). And in 1545-6 
— Pichard of Paunton, King's Sutton, and Suckley owned land in this 
liberty, Pengethley, etc., being in it. 

The following, respecting the different branches, are to be noticed : — 

In 1336 (Assize Boll, Stradewy P.'s) a descendant of Soger of Stradewy 
(see Pichards of Almaly) is mentioned as of Kinnersley and Almaly. In 
1433 John Pichard (Patent Boll) is stated to be one of the gentlemen of 
Herefordshire. In 1434 John Pichard was of Kinnersley. It is im- 
probable that the name of Pichard should be in Herefordshire as a 
gentleman till 1433, then die out, and others of the name not related 
come in in 1496. 

Sir Roger Pichard of Staundon in 1336 (see Assize Boll) had two sons, 
Roger and Thomas. Thomas succeeded him. In 1350 a Roger Pichard 
is spoken of in an Assize Roll, as a pledge in Cheyneston, and near 
Bodenham, and in King's Stanford, three several times ; this may be the 
son of Sir Roger, and the Suckley Pichards may descend from him. 

In 1362 Elizabeth Pichard of Sapy Pichard (see Pichards of Merston, 
Inquisition post mortem on her) had a son Richard, thirty years of age. 

Habingdon, under Clif ton-on-Teme, refers to records and books giving 
an account of Miles Pichard and Matilda Pichard holding in Sapy, and 
adds, last in the same book, Richard Pichard paid money also to the King 
for lands held in Kington of the barony of Pichard. Avonbury, Here- 
fordshire, is held of the honor of Kington (Harl. MS., 5223, p. 8), and 
here, in Avonbury, in 1551, John Pichard of Paunton (see will) had land ; 
and Richard was a family name with the Suckley Pichards. 

Gough, in his edition of 6 Camden,' p. 446, notices Archenfeld thus : 
" The men of Irchinfeld were free from customs and payments anciently 
imposed on the rest of the nation, and this region or liberty of Urchenf eld 
continued in the Crown till the time of Ed. 3, when, in the 20th of his 
reign, he granted it to Richard Talbot and Elizabeth his wife, in ex- 
change for lands in Herts." 

It is to be concluded that Pengethley, etc., in the district of Irchin- 
feld, was an ancient possession of the Pichards. John of Suckley, 
in his will of 1521, only mentions John, his son and heir, without 
reference to lands. In 1528 Elizabeth, the wife of the heir, in an In- 
quisition post mortem, is said to hold no other lands in co. Hereford 
besides Paunton. In 1545, in an Inquisition post mortem on John 
Pichard her husband, he is said to hold Pengethley, etc. Robinson in 
his ' Mansions,' mentions " Pengethley, under Sellack, which," he says, 
" is included within the great manor of Wormelow." The Court Rolls 
of this manor were at Harewood in the custody of the late Chandos Wren 
Hoskyns, Esq. ; they go back to very remote antiquity, and the previous 
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records of the Pichards in Pengethley can probably only be known from 
an inspection of them. 

It has not been ascertained to which particular branch the Suckley 
Pichards can be traced, but that they did belong to the Pichards of 
Brecknockshire and Herefordshire there is no doubt, as a reference to 
the dates above will shew ; and also that they were the representatives of 
the Pichard family of these counties and Worcestershire ; as so few fines 
or public documents are met with that cannot be identified as belonging 
to them, a list of the principal MSS. met with is given ; added to this is 
Habingdon's testimony (who was connected with the family by the mar- 
riage of his aunts with Richard Pichard of Cradley and William Pichard 
of Avonbury) that James Pichard (who was of this family) was the head 
and chief of the name and family of Pichard of Brecknockshire, Here- 
fordshire, and Worcestershire. The College of Arms, on Richard Pichard 
of Cradley entering his pedigree in 1569, must have had full proof, before 
admitting the arms, of his right to bear them.

I bequeth to Thomas 
Pychard my son'e after the decesse of Anne my wyfe the farme of 
Cockelye w* theapp r ten'ncs during the yeres of the Indenture yf it happen 
the saide Thomas to dye I will that the saide fferme w* thapp r ten'ncs shall 
remayne to Jamys my sone yf yt happen that Jamys dye I will that yt 
shall remayne to Elizabeth my doughter And yf Elizabeth do dye to 
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Lucye my doughter and after the decease of Lucye to remayne to Jone 
my doughter during the yeres. Item. I will the Bent of Lndwall and of 
Pachsligh in awfirwyke shall paye my detts the space of Ten yeres and 
after that I will that Thomas Pichard my sone shall haue hit to hym 
and to his heyres. Item. I beqneth to Anne my wife two mylls w i ther 
app r ten'nc8 in the lordship of Beynnes in the p'isshe of Cradley for terme 
of lyf And after the decease of Anne my wyf e I will that shall Remayne 
vnto Thomas Pychard and his heires and for lake of yssne to remayne to 
Jamys my sone and for lacke of issue of James to Remayne to Elizabeth 
Lucy and Jone I wyll that the rent of thes two mylls shall paye my 
detts the space of xij yers next ensnying. Item. I will that the greate 
home lying in Powyke the taking of the pryor of Maluarn late in the hold 
of Thomas hall shalbe sett to the most p'fytt to paie my detts. Item. I 
will that the wattarslad shalbe sett to the most p'f ett to paye my detts. 
Item. I bequeth to Thomas my sone and to James my sonne the lesse of 
the m'r of ffodringaye during the yeres to synde theym to scole, The 
residue of all my goodes not bequethed my funerall expencs alowyd my 
detts paid my wyll and my testament f ulfillyd I giue and bequeth vnto 
Anne my wyfe the whiche I ordeyn and make my true and Lawfull 
executrice that she dispose for the helth of my sowle and all xp'en soules 
as she thynketh best. Thes wytnes Richard Pichard, Ric Adys, and John 
Robarths and other 

Proved 10th July 1537, by Anne relict and executrix. 

That he was the son of John Pichard of Suckley, is proved by his 
bequest of the two mills in the lordship of Beynnes, parish of Cradley, 
which were left him in his father's will of 1521, to Thomas his son. 
Respecting the Waterslad mentioned, we find in Nash's ' History of 
Worcestershire,' under Lulsley in the parish of Suckley : " The meadows 
on Tame side called the Waterslade now belong to Holland Cooksey, of 
which the tithes were granted by King Edward 6 toward the support of 
a free grammar school founded by him at Stourbridge." 

Fine. Hereford, 6 Ed. 6. Michaelmas. (Package 10). 

1552. — Between Thomas Pycharde and Edmund Ruddyng, gentlemen, 
plaintiffs, and Richard Pycharde, gentleman, defendant, of four mes- 
suages, two water mills, 300 acres of land, 20 acres of meadow, 100 acres 
of pasture, and 20 acres of wood, with the appurtenances in Cradley and 
Styfford. The aforesaid Richard acknowledged the aforesaid tenements 
to be the right of the said Edmund as those which the said Edmund 
and Thomas had of the gift of the aforesaid Richard. Quit-claimed to 
said Thomas and Edmund and the heirs of the said Edmund for ever. 
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This relates to the two mills left Thomas by his father in 1587-9, and 
Richard is his uncle. Stafford's Bridge is in Cradley, across Cradley 
brook, and near the mills. This Thomas is doubtless he who married 
Margaret Walsh of Shellesley Walsh; his uncle Richard of Cradley 
(Visitation of 1569) had only one son, Richard, and several daughters ; 
and by reference to Cradley register it appears that (see Cradley P.'s) the 
children of the second Richard were at this time infants. 

The following extract is from the College of Arms, Visitation 1569, 
D. 12, f o.21:—

Nash, in his pedigree of Walsh, under Abberley, gives, as the husband 
of Margaret, Thomas Pichard, co. Hereford, and also as the husband of 
Anne, Henry Jeffreys of Home Castle.* (Thomas Pichard, son of Thomas 
of Powick, was of the co. Hereford, having the estate in Cradley). John 
Nott of Shellesley Beauchamp was the husband of Katherine. 

The next fine relates to James, the other son of Thomas of Powick.

I give and bequeath to my sonne George 
Pichard one hundred poundes of lawful money of Englande to be paid to 
him at the tyme that he shall accomplishe and be of the full age of 
Twenty and one years. Item. I give and bequeathe to Marie Pichard my 
eldest Daughter one hundred poundes of like lawfull money of England 
to be paid unto her at the tyme that she shall be and accomplishe the full 
age of Twenty and one yeares. Item. I give and bequeath to Margarett 
Pichard my Daughter one hundred poundes more of like lawfull money of 
England to be paied to her at the tyme she shalbe and accomplishe th'age 
of Twenty and one yeares. Item, my will is that yf aine of my children 
aforesaid happen to die before they accomplishe theire severall termes 
aforesaid in such manner as ys afore lymyted and appointed or before 
they be satisfyed of such severall sommes of money to them severally 
above bequeathed That then that porc'on of him or her or so manie of 
them that shall happen to die and not satisfied as aforesaid shalbe and 
remayne to the survivors or survivor of them equally to be devided. Item, 
my will also is that my house in the cittie of Worcester called the

act or actes whatsoever to anie person or persons whatsoev' for touchinge 
or concerninge the said howse called the CardinaU Hatt or anie parte or 
parcell thereof in aniwise. All the rest or residewe of my goodes and 
Chattells unbequeathed my debtes and f uneralls discharged and paid I 
give and wholly bequeath to Katherine my wife whome I doe make 
ordaine and constitute my full and whole Executrix of this my last will 
and Testament. And I doe make and ordayne my welbeloved Brother in 
lawe Robert Peeke als Johnsons and my Cozen Charles Beighton my 
Overseers to see this my last will and testamente treuly executed 
accordinge to the treue meaninge hereof. And I do give to either of them 
for theire paines a Binge of goulde a peese viz one with the deathes head 
and the other a seale or Signett ringe. 

Proved 25 November, 1591, by Catherine Pichard, relict and executrix. 

Fine. Worcester. Easter. 

1610. — Thomas Cooke, gent., buys from George Pichard, gent., and 
Mary his wife one messuage, one garden with the appurtenances in the 
city of Worcester, £60 paid. 

This fine corresponds with that of 1580, and relates to the Cardinal's 
Hat* 

Pensham, where Abingdon states George Pichard, the cheyfe of the 
name, resided (see extract after will of John Pichard, 1521), is a hamlet in 
the parish of St. Andrew, Pershore, li m. S. by W. from that place. In 
the register of St. Andrew are the following entries : — 

1658. — 24th August. Burial of Mary, wife of George Pitchard. 

1665. — Burial of Mag. pitchar, 10th December. 

1679. — 24th July. Baptism of William the son of George Pitchar. 

On reference to the fine of 1610, it will be seen that Mary was the 
name of George Pichard's wife ; if born in the year of his father's death 
he would have been aged 75 ; the descents correspond with the following 
extracts, taken by permission of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners : — 

From the Court Rolls of the manor of Binholmef with its members in 
the county of Worcester. The first entry refers to the son of George 
Pichard, who died in 1665, and William, the son of this George, was 
baptized (as above) 1679. 

8th May, 1671. — George Pitcherd surrenders a messuage and a quarter 
of a yard of land at Pensham, and Florence Baker, widow, and Mary, her 
daughter, are admitted tenants. 

• Now the Coventry Anns in Friar Street. 

f Pensham and Wick are both members of the manor of Binholme, and were formerly held 
under the Dean and Chapter of Westminster.

— George Edge admitted tenant in reversion to a 
messuage and half a yard of land in Pensham. To hold after death of 
George Pitcherd and Mary Edge, mother of said George Edge. The fine 
was paid by George Pitcherd. 

10th April, 1683. — William Pitcherd, son of George Pitcherd, admitted 
tenant in reversion. To hold after death of George Pitchard and Mary 

Edge. 

20th August, 1726. — Grant to Mary Pitchard (daughter of William 
Pitchard and Elizabeth his late wife), aged 20. 

26th August, 1730. — A Pitcherd admitted tenant in possession. 

16 Aug. 1733. — William Pitchard and Thos. Blake and Mary his 
wife, late Mary Pitchard, surrender, and Edward Ewins Senr., and Edward 
Ewins Junr., admitted. 

N.B. — At a Court held in 1711, it is stated that Ann Pitchard, widow 
of Geo. Pitchard, was admitted to her free bend to the second estate on 
the 8th May, 1671 — this is evidently an error, Geo. Pitchard being then, 
as shewn above, in existence. 

The will of George Pichard, who died 1665, is neither at London or 
Worcester. 

The register of St. Andrew's, Pershore, commences 1540, and con- 
tinues till 1599, then there is a gap to 1631, with the exception of two 
leaves in 1614 and 1615. An entry of a Prichett occurs in 1639 or 40, 
and this name continues till 1750. The first entry of Pichard, or as here 
Pitcher, is — 

1641. — Thos. the son of Thos. Picher, bap. 

1695. — Susannah the da. of Thos. Pitcher, bap. 24 Jan. — He perhaps 
is the Thos. bap. 1641. 

1700. — George Pitcher of Pensham was buried ye 18th day September 
His wife was executrix. 

1700. — Thos. and Jonathan the twin children of Thomas and An™ 
Pitcher, a Taylor, bap. 27 Jan. 

1703.— Bap. 27 Oct. George the son of Will'm and Eliz th Pitcher of 
Pensham. 

1706.— Bap. Mary the daughter of WilPm and Eliz th . 

No surname is given, but it is evidently the entry of a Pichard from 
the above Court Bolls, as Mary Pichard was aged 20 in 1726. 

1733. — Married. Pitcher, William, and Russell, Sarah, Aug. 26. 

On 16 Aug. 1733, William Pitchard surrendered Pensham (Court 
Bolls). It cannot be ascertained if this was his second marriage, as no 
wills have been met with, and he is not stated to be a widower. 

1736. — Bur. 24 July Pitcher George, son of William. This is probably 
George, who was born in 1703. 

1788.— Bur. 29 Nov. Will'm Pitcher, son of Will'm and Sarah, 
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1734. — Bur. 8 Dec. Moses Blake, son of Thos. "and Mary. — This is the 
Mary Blake of the Court Rolls. 

1746.— Bap. 17 Nov. WilTm Pitcher, son of WilTm and Sarah. 

1749.— Bur. 5 Jan. WilTm Pitcher. 

1752.— Bur. 23 April Betty Pitcher, da. of WilTm and Sarah. 

1754.— Bur. 6 Oct. Sarah Pitcher, widow of WilTm. 

After this there are many entries of Pitcher down to 1802, and pro- 
bably in more recent years, but none of them can be identified with this 
family. 

In 1745, WilTm Pichard, son of WilTm and Sarah, was bap., and his 
name has not again been met with. 

The name of Pitcher also occurs in the register of Holy Cross (The 
Abbey Ch.), Pershore, (and probably the same WilTm and Sarah who are 
mentioned in St. Andrew's,) as under : —

The will of Thomas Blake of Pensham is in the Probate Court, Wore.,

£112 5s. 6d. He mentions three children : John, Thos., and Mary. 

There are two families named Blake still at Pershore, who are stated 
to have always resided there within living memory. 

From the connection with the name of Edge in the Court Bolls, the 
following appears to belong to the first George Pichard of Pensham.

Pitchard a cow, to son-in-law Will'm Quarrell 
and his three children, George, Thos., and Anne, the residue equally to be 
divided between them. Appoints Thos. Baugh, and grandson Geo. Quarrell, 
executors. Dated 5 June, 1725.

Proved Dec. 1726. Inventory, £66 15s. 6d. 

The eldest daughter of James Pichard, who died in 1591, married Thos. 
Cooke of Claines, and Redmarley Oliver in Gt. Witley, Worcestershire. 
Habingdon (' Hist, of Wore.') under Gt. Witley, speaking of Ridmerley 
in that parish, says, in the time of Edw. 1, Robert de Clyfford held lands 
in Ridmerley Clifford, and Adam de Rudmarley also held in Rudmarley. 
After speaking of their successors interested in the place, he adds, " and 
now left the greatest man of estate in the place was Mr. Thomas Cooke."* 

* The Hundred House was in Redmarley Oliver, and the manor extended towards 8tourport; 
Redmarley Adam was the district round Woodbury Hill. At the foot of Woodbury Hill, in 
Witley, stands an old manor house, partly surrounded by a moat, now called the Home Farm. 
The remains of the chapel are in the house, but it has now rooms built into it. The chapel hay was 
the name of one of the fields. In the early part of the 17th century, two-thirds of this house with 
a moat, and lands in Redmarley Oliver and Adam, were the property of Walter James, by purchase 
from Sir Thos. Bromley, Knt., and dame Anne his wife, and Thos. Lambert, Esq., and the other 
third was owned by Sir Thos. Jervyse, Knt., of co. Southampton, in right of his wife dame Lucy, 
and Richd. Hut ton, Esq., of co. Southampton, in right of his wife dame Anne. Sir Thos. Bromley, 
Knt., of Holt Castle, died 1641 ; his wife was Anne, da. and co-heir of Sir Richard Walsh, of Shel- 
lettlcy Walsh (see Nash under Holt). This would be the manor house of Redmarley Adam, and 
probably partly the inheritance of the co-heirs of Sir Richd. Walsh of Shellesley Walsh, who were 
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The following is an extract from Habingdon, under " Stanton in 
Peareshore hundred and joyninge on Gloucestershyre." 

After mentioning that Stanton belonged to the Earls of Pembroke, 
and that a coheir ma. John Comin, Baron of Badenoughe, and that their 
da. and coheir ma. Lord Talbot, and had by him Sir Gilbert Talbot, Knt., 
his heir, Lord Talbot left him Stanton at her death in 1878. About 
two years after, 1375, Habingdon mentions Lord Edward le Dispenser as 
a lord in the parish, etc., and adds, " Mr. Willia' Horton lately sould 
Stanton to Mr. Thos. Cooke, concearninge whose maternall Lyne best 
knowne to me I inaye bouldly saye that his Grandfather James Pichard, 
thoughe his worldly meanes weare inferior to other Gentellmen of his 
name, yet in descent he was ye fyrst and cheyf e of ye name and family of 
Pichard, who besydes theyre landes in ye co'ntyes of Hereford and Brek- 
noke had the Lordship of Neather Sapy in ye paryshe of Clyf ton uppon 
Teme, Co. wigorn, wheare you may partly see of what worthe they 
anciently weare." 

Mr. WilTm Horton sold Stanton in 1637 to Thos. Cooke, eldest son 
of Thos. Cooke and Mary Pichard (Pine) ; it was purchased from the 
Cookes in 1721 by the Lechmeres. Sir Edmund Lechmere now owns 
Staunton Court, an old manor-house with the remains of a moat; over the 
porch is a coat of arms in stone, on which is a lion rampant. Nash gives 
as the arms of Talbot, Earl of Shrewsbury, Gules, a lion rampant and 
border engrailed Or. 

In Thomas's Survey of the Cathedral (Wore), pub. 1737, is this entry: 
In Mr. Abington's time there were hereabouts (middle aisle of nave), 
also these inscriptions legible. (A mention first of Wykes of Morton 
Jeffries. The mother of Habingdon the historian was da. of Wykes of 
Morton Jeffries. The family connection accounts for the tombs being 
near each other.) Above this, Gules, a fesse between 3 escallops Argent, 
a crescent for difference. 

James Pichard,* and by him his daughter Mary, wife of Mr. Thomas 
Cooke, 1621. (Page 100-1.) 

On flat stones — In the south He of the nave, Thos. Cooke, gent., died

Rowland Cotton, of Bellaport, oo. Salop, Knt. 

We find from a fine (Mich., 1628) that Thoe. Walsh, arm., owned the manor of Rydmarley 
Adam, and sold ten., etc., and in Rydmarley Oliver to Ffitzairs. On reference to the ped. of Walsh 
under Abberley (Nash), it will be seen that Thos. Walsh of London was one of the Barons of the 
Exchequer, and younger brother of John Walsh of Sheldesley Walsh, whose da. Margt. ma. Thos. 
Pichard of co. Heref . This Thos. Walsh had a son Thos., and a da. Katherine, wife of — Andrews, 
of co. Southampton. The baron was therefore great uncle to Sir Richd. Walsh, the father of Sir 
Thos. Bromley's wife. 

* In the Cathedral of Worcester, the west window of the south aisle of the nave has been 
filled with stained glass executed by Messrs. Clayton and Bell, in memory of James Pychard, 
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October An. Dm. 1629. ^tat. 68.— Edmund Cooke, gent., obiit 14 Die 
Maii Ano. Dni. 1635. (Page 109.) (This was the husband of Mary Cooke, 
and Edmund was their son.)

Arundell 
and Agnes acknowledge the aforesaid tenements to be the right of the 
said John, as those which the said John, Richard, Thos. Stokys, and 

Mary his eldest daughter, Thomas Cooke her husband, and Edmund Cooke their son, by 
William H. Cooke, of Stockton, co. Worcester, and Mary, his sister, their descendants. It is a 
four-light window : the tracery in the head of the window consists of a cinquefoil at the apex ; 
next, two elongated quatrefoils ; thirdly, four trefoils, with a triangle in the centre. In the cinque- 
foil, at the head of the window is a representation of Sir John Pychard, Knt, giving a silver 
chalice to Hereford Cathedral (date between 1255 and 1305) ; he probably belonged to the third 
branch of Scethrog, Brecknockshire. In the tracery on the left side of the window, in the quatre- 
foil, and two trefoils beneath, are the arms. No. 1, in quatrefoil, Pychard impaling Herbert* 
No. 2, in trefoil on the left, Bloet impaling Pychard. No. 3, Berkeley impaling Bloet and 
Pychard quartered. These arms relate to the Pychards of Stradewy Castle, Brecknockshire. 
In the tracery on the right side of the window. No. 1, in quartrefoil, Pychard impaling Sapy. 
No. 2, Brugge impaling Pychard. No. 3, Baskerville impaling Brugge quartered with Pychard 
and Sapy. No. 1 and 4, Brugge, 2, Pychard, 3, Sapy. These arms relate to the Pychards of 
Staundon, co. Hereford, and Sapy Pychard, co. Worcester. The Scripture subjects in the four lights 
are— No. 1, The birth of Noah. No. 2, The oommand to build the Ark. No. 3, Noah preaching. 
No. 4, Entry into the Ark. Historical subjects underneath : — No. 1, 1092 or earlier, Bernard 
Newuiarch surrounded by his twelve knights, giving the deeds of Stradewy and Scethrog to 
Heard ; Devereux, Baskervill, and Turbervill are shewn with their shields (having held land at 
that date under Bernard Newmarch). No. 2, before 1121, Dedication of Brecon Priory Church, 
by Bernard Newmarch, with Nest, his wife, da. of Traharn ab Caradoo, Prince of North Wales; 
Pioard with his shield stands on the right, being a donor. No. 3, 1235, Sir Roger Pychard, Knt., 
of Stradewy, a Justice itinerant. No. 4, 1311, Ed. 2 accompanied by Sir Milo Pychard, Knt., 
of Staunden, co. Hereford, and Sapy Pychard, co. Worcester, and Henry de Pembrigge, bearing 
their shields, confronting Robert Bruoe, King of Scotland, accompanied by Douglas.

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Thos. Longston have of the gift of the aforesaid Thos. Arundell and Agnes, 
and they remised, etc.

FOURTH HOUSE.— PICHARD OP BISHOP'S PROME. 

The following entries in the register of Bishop's Prome correspond 
with the names given by Habingdon for the third House. He laments 
the early death of George Pichard (who died soon after the birth of his 
daughter). See extract after will of 1521 before first house, Pichard of 
Paunton. 

1578. — March, the last day, bap. Joyes the da. of George Pichard. 

1578. — July 21. Bur. George Pichard. 

Very probably Thos. Hall married a Pichard named Joice, as Habing- 
don states, but not the heiress of the Paunton Pichards, as already shewn. 
Nash says under Suckley (p. 398), " The religious lands in Suckley were 
granted at the Dissolution to laymen. The King has the presentation. 
The following are grants to these lands : — 

" 1. — The King granted to John Pox and Thomas Hall the manor of 
Lulsley and Suckley, 36 H. 8. 

" 3. — John Hall, and after him Edward Hall, had a manor in Sukley, 
6th Eliz. 

" 5. — Edward Hall conveyed land in Sukley to Thos. Milles and Robt. 
Hall, 15th Eliz. 

" P. 400. The manor of Lulsley was annexed to the Priory of Malvern, 
and at the dissolution fell to the King. It came after to Mr. John Hall, 
of Hallow, and is now in the family of Cooksey." 

The following fine confirms Nash's account of their ownership in 
Suckley, and also Habingdon's, as far as regards the possessions of the 
Hall family in Hallow : —

1665. — Between Edmund Hall, pit., and John Hall, gent., and Mary 
his wife, defts., of the manor of Suckeley, • . . messuages, one water-mill, 
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220 acres of land, 30 acres of meadow, 100 acres of pasture, 17 solidates 
and 8 denariates of rent in Suckeley, Inckbarrow, Feckenham, Brodwayes, 
Hallo, and Grymleye, Whereupon, etc.
